Merck Donates Protease Inhibitor

On Monday, July 17 Merck 
& Co. announced the creation 
of its “Program for People 
with Advanced HIV Disease. ** 

The program will make avail¬ 
able the Merck Protease Inhibitor, 


Crixivan, to 1,400 people nation¬ 
ally. This promising anti-HIV 
drug is now in several Phase III 
studies around the world. Most of 
these studies target people with 
HIV/AIDS having between 50- 
500 CD4s (T4-cells). The new 
Merck program will essentially 
use a lottery system to provide 
drug only to patients having less 
than 50 CD4s. 


After months of negotiations 
with activists around the country, 
Merck flew in four corporate rep¬ 
resentatives to San Francisco for 
July 13 meetings with a handful of 
AIDS activists. The company was 
hopeful that the community would 
be pleased with its proposal for 
broadening access of Crixivan to 
people at later stages of HIV dis¬ 
ease. Indeed, few complaints were 


voiced. 

Earlier this year Merck had 
announced that it would provide 
drug to only 300 patients, outside 
of studies, natipndly. The compa¬ 
ny had cited production limita¬ 
tions as the primary problem. 
After much pressure from ACT 
UP/Golden Gate (definitely not to 
be confused with ACT UP/San 
Francisco) and The Living Well 


Project (formerly known as GAPA 
Community HIV Project), Merck 
set up west coast meetings to dis¬ 
cuss community concerns. At 
those meetings the two organiza¬ 
tions made sure that Merck dealt 
directly with people with 
HIV/AIDS. “It was the first time I 
could ever remember meeting 
with a pharmaceutical company

E. Bay PWA To Get 
Baboon Bone 
Marrow Transplant

An Oakland man with AIDS 
will be the first human to receive 
bone marrow from a baboon, 
under an experimental transplant 
procedure approved by a Food 
and Drug administration advisory 
group on Friday, July 21. 

AIDS activist Jeff Getty, a 
member of ACT UP/Golden Gate, 
could receive the controversial 
injections as early as August or 
September. 

“It depends on how long the 
scientists at the FDA debate on 
this,” Getty told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “It could be August or 
September or it could still not 
happen at all.” 

Some researchers fear the 
experimental cross-species trans¬ 


plant could kill Getty - or that he 
could contract and spread diseases 
now known only in baboons. 

“Some people think I am just a 
pariah, others think I’m the anti- 
Christ,” he laughed. 

Getty said that much of the pri¬ 
mary interest and impetus for the 
controversial treatment approach 
steins from the work of Project 
Inform’s “Immune Restoration 
Think Tank” and AIDS treatment 
activists Martin Delaney and 
Brenda Lein. 

In order to develop the proto¬ 
col for the experimental treat¬ 
ment, Getty acknowledges that 
“one or two baboons might have 
to be sacrificed,” but said medical 
ethicists have not raised objec¬ 
tions so far, and animal rights

New House Budget: AIDS 
Money Good, Research Shaky

There may be safety in num¬ 
bers, but not for people who fight 
AIDS-related wasting syndrome 
by smoking pot. They can get 
busted, or worse: they can get 
shot. 

Statistics provided by the 
National Organization for the 
Reform of Marijuana Laws 
(NORML) indicate that sometime 
today, Thursday, July 20, the ten 
millionth marijuana arrest in 
America since 1965 will take 
place. The statistical prediction is 


based on the statistic that one pot 
bust occurs in this country every 
90 seconds. With that in mind, 
longtime activist and former 
NORML National Director Jon 
Gettman has filed a rule-making 
petition with the Drug 
Enforcement Administration 
(DEA), demanding the agency 
immediately initiate proceedings 
to re-evaluate marijuana’s 
Schedule I status under the 
Controlled Substances Act. 

According to Gettman, new 
evidence about marijuana shows 
conclusively its prohibition is a 


cruel fraud upon the American 
public. “Until 1990 no one knew 
how marijuana affected the 
brain,” he says. Marijuana prohi¬ 
bition has assumed that science 
would eventually prove marijuana 
had a high potential for abuse. 
Science has demolished that 
assumption. 

“No scientist has ever estab¬ 
lished that marijuana has a high 
potential for abuse, and now we 
know that no science can.” 

Gettman contends his July 10 
petition is based on a comprehen-

AIDS-specific programs fared 
remarkably well in the budget 
proposed by House Republicans 
on Tuesday, June 11 for the 1996 
fiscal year, which begins October 
1. The action comes at a time 
when deep cuts are being made in 
programs across the board, “not 
only to reduce spending but to 
change profoundly the scope and 
direction of government,” as The 
Washington Post editorialized. 

Funding for the Ryan White 
CARE Act will reach $656 mil- 
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lion, an increase of $23 million 
for newly added Title I cities. 
Ryan White is the largest single 
line item appropriation for 
HIV/AIDS. The increase is even 
more surprising in light of warn¬ 
ings last summer from liberal 
advocates, such as 

Representatives Nancy Pelosi (D- 
Califomia) and Gerry Studds (D- 
Massachusetts), that further 
increases in funding under a 
Democratic Congress seemed 
unlikely. 

This “demonstrates that the

Santa Clara Cops Seek Killer 
Of Gay Sunnyvale Hairdresser

A gay man who worked in Palo 
Alto and lived in Sunnyvale 
became Santa Clara’s first homi¬ 
cide victim of 1995. John Anthony 
B a i 1 o n, 
42, was 
found last 
Monday, 
July 10 at 
7:15 a.m., 
slumped 
in his 
1984 gold 
Porsche 
944 in the 
under¬ 
ground 
parking 
garage of 
an office 
building 
located at 
1265 El Camino Real in Santa 
Clara. 

Sergeant Mark Kirby of the 
Santa Clara Police Department 
said family members have indicat¬ 
ed a ring with a panther figure and 
an uneven nugget surface, normal¬ 
ly worn by Bailon, was missing. 

When police arrived at the 
scene they found the right passen¬ 
ger window of Bailon’s vehicle 


had been broken, and it appeared 
the vehicle had struck the cement 
wall of the parking structure. 
Bailon had been shot once in the 
neck. No weapon was found at the 
scene. Police speculated there 
may have been a struggle near the 
vehicle. 

A resident in a neighboring 
apartment complex heard what 
sounded like a single gunshot 
between 2 and 3 a.m., but failed to 
notify police, officers said. 

Bailon was known to frequent 
gay bars and adult bookstores in 
San Francisco, Mountain View, 


and San Jose, police said. He was 
last seen in Renegades Bar on 
Stockton Avenue in San Jose. V

Wilmot Launches New 
Charity Ride This Sunday 

Cyclist's goal; $ 100,000+ for AIDS causes in seven years

Ron Wilmot never gives up. 
He just pedals on. 

It has long been the San 
Franciscan’s goal to raise a cumu¬ 
lative seven-year total of 
$100,000 in donations for various 
AIDS charities. This Sunday he 
will make it. 

Wilmot, who was the top 
fundraiser in the AIDS Bike-A- 
Thon for the past four years, will 
be riding in an all-new charity 
event that starts at 10 a.m. this 
Sunday, July 23 at McLaren 
Lodge in Golden Gate Park. He 
will be accompanied by Mark Fry 
and by Chris Miller - for sure - 
and probably by others as well: 
the feisty trio welcomes any inter¬ 
ested parties to join them. 
Participants will pedal through the 
park, down by the ocean, and 
probably around Lake Merced, 
Wilmot said. He and Fry are in 
advanced stages of AIDS; Miller 
is HIV-positive. 

“All three of us are Project 
Inform volunteers,’’ Wilmot told 
the B.A.R. He said he expects to 
raise between $15,000 and 
$18,(XX) dollars on Sunday from 
friends and family who have 
agreed to sponsor him in the char¬ 
ity ride. “What I’m asking them to 
do is to contribute - to the charity 
of their choice,” he emphasized, 
“and I’ll do the riding.” 

For the past six years the 44- 
year-old Wilmot raised money by 
participating in the AIDS Bike-A- 
'Thon - but not this year. “That’s 
because the Bike-A-Thon 
changed,” he told the BA.R. 

“'The thing that was so wonder¬ 
ful,” he said, was that in the 
event’s early years his sponsors 
had the opportunity to say where 
the money would go. “But this 
year the Bike-A-Thon had only 
one designated beneficiary, which 
was Project Open Hand - which is 
a great charity, but that’s not who 


my donors gave to.” 

This year he has created his 
own event, he said, “So my spon¬ 
sors can choose the charity of their 
choice.” And he adds, “Also, 
because I can. I have the contacts 
and connections to be able to raise 
this kind of money. I sent out 300 
letters. 

“It gives me a sense of pur¬ 
pose,” he said, “and helps keep me 


healthy.” 

Wilmot has raised more than 
$87,000 for AIDS causes over the 
past six years; with Sunday’s 
effort he will finally surpass his 
$100,000 cumulative goal with a 
couple of thousand to spare. T

Also to be presented at the 
workshop are details about the 
investigation and mediation 
process of the Human Rights 
Commission, information about 
steps individuals can take to advo¬ 
cate effectively for their own 
rights, and an updated report on 
the city’s pioneering gender iden¬ 
tity (transgender) discrimination 
ordinance enacted earlier this 
year. 

Interest in the workshops has 
been strong, Goldstein told the 
Bay Area Reporter, and predic¬ 
tions are that it will be full by the 


day of the class.

Lesbian and gay and 
HIV/AIDS discrimination special¬ 
ists with the city’s Human Rights 
Commission will give a free after¬ 
noon civil rights workshop next 
Sunday, July 30 from 1 to 4 p.m. 

Attorney Cynthia Goldstein 
and discrimination investigator 
Larry Brinkin will present the 
workshop for the Harvey Milk 
Institute at the Metropolitan 
Community Church, located at 
100 Collingwood. 

“Education is power,’’ 
Goldstein told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “It’s important for peo¬ 
ple in our community to under¬ 
stand their civil rights, and to 
respond to violations of those 
rights.’’ 

The workshop will include 
information circulars and 
brochures that spell out rights and 
resources in a variety of topic 
areas, including housing, employ¬ 
ment, sexual orientation, gender 
identity, and HIV status, Goldstein 
said. 

“At a time when civil rights are 
under siege all across the United 
States, it’s vitally important that 
members of the public become 
informed about their rights and 
move proactively to assert and 
defend them,’’ Goldstein said. 
“This workshop will deliver the 
knowledge and power to do that.’’ 

Goldstein and Brinkin, along 
with Brian Cheu, staff the 
Lesbian/Gay and AIDS/HIV Unit 
within the Human Rights 
Commission. The unit enforces 
the city’s anti-discrimination ordi¬ 
nances protecting people based on 
sexual orientation, AIDS/HIV sta¬ 
tus, and gender identity. 

Topics for the workshop will 
include an overview of local laws 
that protect people with 
AIDS/HIV and lesbian, gay, 
bisexual, and transgendered peo- 


Sheriff’s Department Changes 
HIV+ Food Server Policy

Eileen Hirst, chief of staff 
for the San Francisco 
Sheriff’s Department, said 
Tuesday, July 18 the depart¬ 
ment will change to a policy 
of allowing inmates with an 
infectious disease status to 
continue as food service wait¬ 
ers. The issue was raised last 
week by the Bay Area 
Reporter and HIV-positive 
prisoner David Smee, stem¬ 
ming from the exclusion of 
inmates with HIV disease 
from some prison jobs, 
including food service. 

According to Hirst, the 
new policy recognizes the dif¬ 
ference between “infectious” 
and “contagious” diseases; 
inmates with contagious dis¬ 
eases will still be excluded 
from serving food. 

Hirst briefly reviewed the 
department’s history on com¬ 
municable disease policy with 
the B.A.R., and said the former 
policy, which prevented Smee 
from continuing to serve food 
when his seropositive status 
became known, was instituted 
because of threats against 
inmates. In some instances. 


she said, intervention by 
deputies was the only thing 
that prevented injuries to HIV¬ 
positive prisoners. 

“Our policy is rooted in 
concern for security,” Hirst 
said. She indicated that 
because “his case is more 
complicated,” she could not 
specifically comment on 
Smee’s complaint. 

Although Judy Greenspan, 
project director of the 
HIV/AIDS in Prison Project 
of Catholic Charities, lauded 
the move, she told the B.A.R., 
“The San Francisco Sheriff’s 
Department should promul¬ 
gate a rule and the policy 
should state HIV-positive 
prisoners are fully capable and 
should have the same job 
opportunities as other prison¬ 
ers, including food service 
and infirmary.” 

The policy change “does 
not send a strong enough mes¬ 
sage that people with HIV will 
be allowed to serve food,” she 
said. “It needs to be accompa¬ 
nied by appropriate education 
of the staff and other prisoners 
about HIV transmission.” 

“Define ‘contagious,’” she 
challenged. ▼

Alamedans Improve 
Dialogue with Mayor

Newly energized lesbian and 
gay activists took another step this 
week in turning Alameda County’s 
namesake into a hub of civil rights 
progress, beginning with an 
unusually open and fruitful dia¬ 
logue with opponents of a Gay 
Pride Month proclamation - and 
of the gay “lifestyle” in general. 

Alamedans Christine Allen, 
Kathy Teller, and Morten 
Wellhaven told the B.A.R. that a 
new and positive mindset seems to 
have taken hold as a result of their 
efforts to explain to Mayor Ralph 
Appezatto the history of prejudice 
against gays worldwide. However, 
planned discussions of an alterna¬ 
tive proclamation - possibly dur¬ 
ing Gay History Month in October 

- were .stymied by the heat. Allen 
said the high temperatures and 
humidity experienced in the Bay 
Area over the weekend cut short 
the meeting that was intended to 
produce a final outcome. 

“It was very hopeful, very 
encouraging,” said Allen. “I felt 
like [Appezatto] was receptive. I 
felt like he was willing to work 
with us. It was obvious to me that 
he had done a lot of thinking on 
this. 

“One of things that really 
impressed me was that he listened 

- and he listened very carefully,” 
she said. 

A recognitioii of history 

During the meeting, Appezatto 


told the trio he has come to realize 
the intention behind a Gay Pride 
Proclamation was not to glorify 
the sexual practices of gay people, 
as he originally assumed, but to 
recognize our historical journey 
and the evolution of civil rights 
laws, according to Wellhaven. 

Wellhaven, who had sworn to 
launch a letter-writing campaign 
to his biotech clients nationwide 
urging them to boycott a homo- 
phobic Alameda, told the B.A.R. 
he will wait until after next week¬ 
end’s scheduled talk with 
Appezatto. Moreover, at this 
point, Wellhaven said that the let¬ 
ters might turn into a civic boost¬ 
er’s dream come true, if negotia¬ 
tions keep moving along. 

“The letters I send might be 
positive,” he said. And he has 
decided that, through the newly 
formed group. Gay Islanders, he 
will donate “a couple of thousand 
dollars” worth of new scientific 
equipment to Alameda High 
School and Encinal High School. 
That, said Wellhaven, is the kind 
of gesture his group will continue 
to make to counteract the belief 
expressed during city council 
meetings that gays fail to support 
the community in the same way 
that the Red Cross, the Elks, or 
Kiwanis clubs do. 

Wellhaven commented that 
lesbians and gays have always 
donated time and money to com¬ 
munity organizations without 
demanding recognition. 

But that time has passed, a 


fact Appezatto acknowledged 
Saturday by throwing his heart¬ 
felt support behind plans for a 
town hall meeting on homosexu¬ 
ality, a pictorial display during 
Gay History Month or on the 
October 11 National Coming Out 
Day, and an Interfaith Healing 
Breakfast. Still, a clearly hum¬ 
bled Appezatto stopped short of 
backing a proclamation, although 
he indicated that chances 
appeared stronger for one in 
1996, according to Allen. 

The lingering controversy - 
which has included a complaint to 
the Social Services Commission 
and more than 100 lesbians and 
gays who have so far joined Out 
on the Island and expressed inter¬ 
est in public education, fundrais¬ 
ing, and continued political action 
- has also spilled over to the 
Alameda Chamber of Commerce. 
The economic fallout will be dis¬ 
cussed at their August board meet¬ 
ing. 

Alameda resident, school 
board member, and Chamber of 
Commerce member Bill Garvine 
told the B.A.R., “I don’t see why 
we spent a lot of time on this. 
What I care about are good citi¬ 
zens who contribute to the com¬ 
munity. ... We shouldn’t put peo¬ 
ple down because of their diversi¬ 
ty.” Gays, he said, represent a dif¬ 
ferent kind of diversity, but there 
is no justification for taking 
actions which hold a group of peo¬ 
ple up to ridicule, such as denying

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No Sanctions Against Witherspoon

A Superior Court Commissioner has denied a 
motion for an estimated $70,000 in sanctions against 
San Francisco gay attorney Gerald Witherspoon. The 
motion sought reimbursement for attorney’s fees and 
other costs that Witherspoon received as council for 
the 1991 trust of Philip Causey, a man who died of 
AIDS in 1991. 

Superior Court Commissioner Carol Yaggy ruled 
Tuesday, July 18 that the evidence presented by attor¬ 
neys Amanda Ebey and Daniel Murphy failed to 
establish the justification for sanctions against 
Witherspoon. 

The attorneys had charged that Witherspoon had 
engaged in “bad faith tactics,” lied, and engaged in 
other “unethical conduct” in his representation of the 
estate’s executor. 

Witherspoon’s attorney Mary Gemma O’Keefe, a 
Roman Catholic nun, also argued before Yaggy that 
the motion should have been brought before the pro¬ 
bate proceedings had been closed and the assets of the 
estate distributed. 

“I was pleased,” W^itherspoon told the Bay Area 


Reporter. “I tried to set forth my position in a decla¬ 
ration to the court. I think the documents stand for 
themselves. 

“I don’t care to throw 
stones at Mr. Murphy or Ms. 
Ebey,” he said. 

“Attorneys don’t always 
agree with each other and 
courts don’t always agree 
with attorneys about their 
motions. I set forth my posi¬ 
tion as best I could in my 
declaration and my attorney 
set forth hers.” 

In his declaration to the 
court, Witherspoon said 
that he never tried to mis¬ 
lead the court, nor “sought 
to oppress innocent per¬ 
sons.” And, it said, his 
representation of the 
executor of the trust “brought few rewards,” 
either financially or in the form of personal rela¬ 
tionships. ▼

The Castro Loses Its Crown 
As ‘Gentrification’ Continues

A chapter of Castro Street history was closed 
forever this month when Crown Books permanent¬ 
ly shut its doors, amidst rampant gossip and spec¬ 
ulation about the future of the popular 518 Castro 
Street site. 

And Supercuts, the controversial haircut chain, 
is very close to announcing that it will move into 
the current Mueller’s Deli location at 468 Castro 
Street, the Bay Area Reporter has learned. 

“I think we are moving onto Castro Street,” a 
Supercuts spokesperson said. 

The franchise operation would move onto the 
same block where Louie’s Barber Shop, operated 
by Louie Sisneros, has operated for the last 16 
years. Sisneros has actually been in the neighbor¬ 
hood for 26 years, moving to his current at 422 
Castro Street location in 1979. 

“Well, what can you do?” Sisneros asked the 
B.A.R. philosophically. “Their work is totally dif¬ 
ferent than ours.” 

No openings on Castro? 

Reports that Williams-Sonoma kitchen acces¬ 
sories and gourmet cooking items would move to 
the former Crown Books site are apparently 
untrue. 

A W-S spokesperson told the B.A.R. the chain 
had no openings scheduled for Castro Street. 

Although representatives for the Crown Books 
chain were not available to comment on the store’s 
sudden closure, observers say that the demise of 
the Castro branch may have been in the works for 
some time. 

The national chain has closed hundreds of its 
smaller and older stores that it could not expand, 
said Richard Labonte, manager of Castro Street’s 


A Different Light Bookstore, which specializes in 
lesbian and gay literature. 

“I don’t think we drove them from business,” he 
laughed. “It’s the gentrification of the neighbor¬ 
hood.” 

Initial reports were that the bookstore’s land¬ 
lord simply declined to renew the lease, but the 
property’s elusive owner Sired Bessam, who main¬ 
tains a Burlingame, California post office box and 
an unlisted telephone number, was unavailable to 
confirm or deny reports that the bookstore chain 
paid $14,000 a month rent on the location, or give 
the reasons for the store’s departure. 

Crown Books has been rocked for the last sev¬ 
eral years by an inter-family dispute among its 
owners concerning management of the national 
chain. 


A desire for streetcars 

The store closure is the latest in a series of 
events that has observers wondering about the 
future of the neighborhood. Recent Castro Street 
changes include the opening of Noah’s Bagels and 
The Body Shop, both of which moved into the dis¬ 
trict to initial, albeit weak, criticism. 

The next big change is the imminent reintro¬ 
duction of the historic F streetcar line. Vintage 
streetcars that are sure to appeal to downtown 
tourists will run the length of Market Street to Noe, 
where they will turn left to 17th Street and contin¬ 
ue to the comer of Castro and 17th. 

“Business has been slow in general,” said 
Maurice Darwish, co-owner of the Cove Cafe, a 
longtime Castro eatery. 

“Except for the Gay Day parade. We see a few 
tourists coming through. It will be nice to see when 
the streetcars start in September. They keep saying 
they will bring a lot of people,” Darwish said. ▼

Slow, Painful Lies 


oncerned Women for 
America (CWA), a group 
that calls itself “the 
nation’s largest pro-family 
women’s organization,’’ 
issued a statement Tuesday, July 11 
urging Congress “to unmask the Ryan 
White Care Act” - whatever that 
means - “and put an end to special 
privileges that this act has been fund¬ 
ing.” 

According to the statement, “This 
act is not about AIDS research, nor is 
it about medical care for AIDS 
patients. This act is about using tax 
dollars to support and encourage an 
unhealthy sexual lifestyle.” 

The statement (correctly) observes 
that “The Ryan White Care Act pro¬ 
vides money for community-based 
counseling centers,” before veering 
off into this: “While that may sound 
noble and compassionate, we know 
from experience that ‘AIDS educa¬ 
tion’ becomes a platform for the 
homosexual community to recruit 
adolescents and lure teens into a self¬ 
destructive sexual lifestyle.” 

Let’s say it again, all together now: 
“a platform for the homosexual com¬ 
munity to recruit adolescents and lure 
teens into a self-destructive sexual 
lifestyle. ” 

Such hysteria over sex. Once again 
we have to wonder why some people 
(like CWA founder/president Beverly 
LaHaye), who at least imply they are 
satified with and fulfilled by their het¬ 
erosexuality, are so sure others are 
going to be unable to resist the “lure” 
of same-sex relationships - er, 
“lifestyles. ” 

“It is a lie to tell an adolescent that 
he can be sexually active using a con¬ 
dom and not risk dying a slow, painful 
death,” LaHaye railed in the state¬ 
ment. “AIDS ‘education’ today delib¬ 
erately misleads teens about the con¬ 
sequences of sexual activity. The Ryan 
White Care Act funds this deception.” 

Bev knows perfectly well, of 
course, that withholding information 
about condoms is much much riskier 
still, and will sentence many more 
adolescents to that slow, painful death. 
So to deflect attention from her miser¬ 
able dishonesty, she tries to turn the 
tables. The very next paragraph 
accused “extremists who have no 
problem lying to adolescents” of 


“scaring the public into believing that 
if you oppose this act you oppose 
AIDS research.” 

“The truth about the Ryan White 
Care Act must be exposed,” according 
to LaHaye. “The only 100% effective 
prevention from HIV is to abstain 
from sexual activity until you are in a 
heterosexual, monogamous marriage. 

“Anything else taught under the 
guise of AIDS education is a complete 
betrayal of our youth.” 

Betraying our youth - our youth; 
gay youth - is something that comes 
all too easily for LaHaye, who report¬ 
edly has a gay kid of her own. (Which 
is no excuse; neither is not having a 
gay kid.) Like Jesse Helms the week 
before, she knows for a fact that what 
she advocates is that “slow, painful 
death” she invoked. Clearly the phrase 
is just that - a phrase - to her: good 
copy, but utterly lacking in meaning. 

When Helms and LaHaye and oth¬ 
ers misrepresent the facts, and allow 
others to die for nothing more than the 
accumulation of more political power, 
it shows the true evil of banality. It 
also shows that whatever ACT 
UP/San Francisco did to the GOP 
headquarters here last week, it pales in 
comparison to the violence advocated 
by Republican demigogues. 

The local columnist who referred 
to those demonstrators as “Jack-boot¬ 
ed thugs” ignored that ACT UP was 
acting out of fear and powerlessness. 
The original Jack-booted thugs that 
give the phrase resonance - Nazis - 
were acting out of power and fearless¬ 
ness. So is Helms; so is LaHaye. To 
ignore the difference is, well, typical. 

Speaking of Helms and differences, 
we have to point out that America’s 
10,()()0,000th pot bust since 1965 will 
happen sometime today. (Not among 
our readers, we hope.) Also today, 
thousands of teens will pick up their 
first (tobacco) cigarettes. The worst 
thing that could happen to pot smok¬ 
ers is they might be shot by overzeal- 
ous cops; the tobacco smokers may 
die a slow, painful death of cancer. Pot 
dealers are criminals; cigarette manu¬ 
facturers are Helms’s friends, on 
behalf of whom he helps lure teens 
into self-destructive lifestyles. 

It’s a weird world after all. T 


Infection 

Rejection

HI Hi if HIV-negative guys 

fucking without condoms? What 
Hh goes on at the moment we decide 
Wm to use a rubber, or not to? 
Unfortunately, there are as many 
reasons for unprotected fucking as there are gay 
men risking their lives. It’s considered presump¬ 
tuous to advance ideas about all of this. But in 
the belief it’s better to make mistakes than not to 
talk at all, I’ll throw caution to the wind. 

Perhaps at the moments we take risks, three 
mistaken ideas are going on in the dark comers 
of our minds. We may not think them, but they’re 
at work. First, our lives and our futures are not 
worth protecting: America has told us that all our 
lives. Second, no one cares if we stay healthy, 
even other gay men. And third, the guy about to 
fuck us is worth more than we are: gay culture 
may have helped us to believe that. 

The following are things that seem to help 
many men stay uninfected. Believing it really is 
possible to stay uninfected. Believing they aren’t 
betraying HIV-positive friends or lovers by stay¬ 
ing uninfected. Resolving their internalized 
homophobia so they know their lives are valu¬ 
able. Doing things that build self-esteem. 
Assuring their lives have meaning and purpose, 
and planning a future they aren’t willing to risk. 
Building a circle of friends and family who take 
time to ask if they are being safe, and want them 
to stay uninfected. 

Let’s assume that if we start sex with a sense 
of our own value and future, we’re much less 
likely to take risks. But what if we believe the 
guy about to fuck us is somehow better than we 
are, or our fear of being rejected by him is bigger 
than our own desire to stay healthy? Few of us 
are unsafe all the time. We have moments when 
a bad mood, the need for intense intimacy or to 
be wanted will lead us to fuck without condoms. 
At times like these, it might be best to call a 
friend, and do something other than have sex. 
Then we might look a little harder at our self¬ 
esteem. And finally, we might consider whether 
the problem is gay male culture. 

In focus groups, and in the STOP AIDS meet¬ 
ing I attended, guys talked about some frustra¬ 
tions with our community. Most guys are terri¬ 
fied of getting older, and not having perfect bod¬ 
ies. The pressures to have sex can be too much. 
Gay men can treat one another pretty badly. Men 
of color find white men racist. We pretend pover¬ 
ty doesn’t exist. Young men arrive here expect¬ 
ing to see more culture, history, and support 
groups, and fewer bars. Negative men would like 
to see more positive men support their needs 
publicly. Because we’re already under attack, we 
don’t talk openly about our problems, even 
though they cause some of us to risk our lives. 

Let’s pretend for a moment that AIDS had 
never happened, that we had been able to invest 
all the resources required to fight disease into the 
development and growth of our movement and 
our community. What might life look like for gay 
men, lesbians, bisexuals, and transgenders living 
in San Francisco? Would we have made certain 
that if we do not feel like valuable members of 
American society, each of us feels like a valuable 
member of our own community? Would more of 
us feel we have a future we want to live for? 
Would it be easier to insist that if a guy wants to 
fuck us, he has to wear a condom? 

There’s a lot of discussion about whether HIV 
prevention is working. I believe much of it is, 
and that new programs are also needed. But it’s 
wrong to think of HIV prevention as the sole 
responsibility of prevention agencies - it’s the 
community’s responsibility. If homophobia is the 
biggest killer of gay men, and internalized homo¬ 
phobia the second, have we built a community 
that is doing enough to help gay men, and that 
operates as best it can to support our health? 
Many think we have. Some of us would argue we 
have more work to do. 

New projects to address these issues are being 
created in many agencies. I hope people interest¬ 
ed in two of them will contact me. First is a 
promising project to build a Community Center 
as a place that reflects the history and culture of 
our community, and helps to rebuild the move¬ 
ment to build a community that meets all our 
needs. Second is a series of community meetings 
and discussion groups to discuss issues and 
needs of HIV negative men. If you want to help, 
please call 554-2599.

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The most visible symbol 

Dave Pasquarelli might believe that the way to deal 
with homophobia is to slink away and keep silent about 
it, [“The Quilt and Guilt at the U.N.,” Guest Opinion, 
June 29], but we at The NAMES Project Foundation do 
not. We displayed the AIDS Memorial Quilt over the 
June 23-25 weekend not to endorse the U.N., but to 
direct its attention to where it ought to be: on the 
world’s fastest-spreading epidemic. We unfolded 720 
memorial panels from around the world to send an oth¬ 
erwise unheard message to international leaders gath¬ 
ered in San Francisco that homophobia kills gay men 
and lesbians and straight people, too. And we laid the 
Quilt before the public so that those who wield power 
could learn the names of the people who have perished 
because that power was not put to use. That’s not a des¬ 
ecration of the memories of lives lost to AIDS, that’s a 
guarantee that the dead continue to fight alongside the 
living to bring an end to the plague. 

Visibility is our ^eatest weapon against AIDS-pho- 
bia and homophobia, and, like it or not, the AIDS 
Memorial Quilt is the HIV community’s most visible 
symbol. The NAMES Project will not fail to take 
advantage of this fact by showing the Quilt whenever 
and wherever possible. So when we display the entire 
Quilt in Washington, D.C. in October 1996 - three 
weeks before the next presidential election - our aim 
will be neither to endorse President Clinton’s nor 
Congress’ record on AIDS, but to crush the complacen¬ 
cy, shatter the silence and confront the homophobia of 
government that have made HIV a leading cause of 
death in this country.

Hold politicians responsible 

The outrage of the jailing of activist Pebbles Trippet 
(“Why Am I in Jail,” July 6) for marijuana possession, 
despite her doctor’s belief that it was medically needed, 
demands an answer in new political tactics to defend 
our liberties and our quality of life. This and similar 
injustices must be used to swing elections and terminate 
the political careers of those responsible. Here is why it 
could work: 

1. Huge majorities of voters, probably everywhere 
in the country, support legal access to marijuana for 
legitimate medical need. 

2. In today’s mobile society, most voters seldom care 
strongly about any one local issue or personality. But 
they do know they could be seriously ill someday. The 
chance to vote against medical marijuana injustice 
could mean more to them than all other election issues 
combined - if only they knew who to vote for or 
against. 

3. Similarly, many non voters would come to the 
polls for this issue - which would also improve election 
outcomes across the board. 

But who is responsible for the injustice? To find out, 
do the research case by case, starting with each outrage 
and following it back. Start with the police, the prose¬ 
cutors, the judges; how did they behave? Are they elect¬ 
ed? If not, who appointed them? Who voted for the 
laws, programs, or procedures that were used? Who 
failed to act to prevent injustice, despite having an offi¬ 
cial duty to do so? And the same research will also iden¬ 
tify our friends. 

It is feasible to visit thousands of voters before each 
election, talking to them if they are home and leaving 
literature if they are not. It is feasible to find con¬ 
stituents to raise the issue at a candidate’s every public 
forum, leafleteers and pickets to bring it to every public 
appearance. We can make it impossible for the candi¬ 
date to go anywhere or do anything without their med¬ 
ical marijuana record being prominent. 

We live in an age when most politicians ignore the 
public interest, caring only about their own careers and 
paying back the monied special interests who put them 
in office. They will respond on medical marijuana, or 
any other issue, when and only when it can threaten 
what they really care about, their own personal 
advancement.

Lack of athletic support 

On behalf of the former staff and the many con¬ 
cerned customers of The City Athletic Club, I must 
refute several statements in Manager Ben Greyling’s 
June 22 letter to the editor entitled “Athletic Support.” 

First, I question Greyling’s use of editorial space to 
solicit new business for the gym. Specifically I quote 
his proposition: “I would like to offer anyone who men¬ 
tions this letter $50 off our annual memberships.” This 
is nothing but a shameless sales pitch to the communi¬ 
ty. Advertising in the guise of a letter to the editor is not 
only cheap, but is also in bad taste. 

And speaking of cheap, I am greatly offended by the 
inference in Mr. Greyling’s direct quote: “We know that 
for various reasons the health club has had a ‘reputa¬ 
tion’ in the community for being many things other than 
a health club.” Since the City Athletic Club is owned by 
the same individuals who own the Steamworks Baths in 
Berkeley and another bathhouse in Chicago, Greyling 
should consider the obvious source of this “reputation.” 

In the eyes of the community, the reputations of the 
City Athletic Club members are in far better standing 
than that of Greyling’s employers, who have a repeated 
pattern of wrongfully dismissing long-term employees 
and then wrongfully denying their unemployment ben¬ 
efits. 

Several clients and previous staff members of the 
gym who provided letters of support for my unemploy¬ 
ment appeals hearing were subsequently banned from 
working out at the gym, thereby losing their gym mem¬ 
berships. 

I find these Gestapo tactics of the current C.A.C. 
management disturbing. I can honestly say that in my 2 
1/2 years as a C.A.C. trainer, and my 10 years in 
Broadcast News, I have never been subjected to such a 
lame excuse for management. It is a sad statement on 
any manager’s record to have 6 out of 7 popular, well- 
seasoned staff and countless gym members leave 
because of such abusive management. 

Regardless of any “improvements” made at this 
gym, under its new management City Athletic Club is 
administered as a facility dedicated exclusively to the 
profitability of its owners, not the enhancement of its 
members’ well-being.

The SF Model lives 

I write in response to Michael Botkin’s column, “S 
F Model R.I.P.” (June 29). Believing that Housing and 
Primary Medical Care are two of the absolutely crucial 
components of our continuously evolving model of 
care, I was most concerned to read of Mr. Botkin’s 
charges concerning 1594 Market Street, the former 
Shanti House, currently administered by Catholic 
Charities. On the basis of this column I visited 1594 
Market Street last Friday morning, June 30, 1995, unan¬ 
nounced. 

Fortunately, for those of us who may ultimately be 
compelled to avail ourselves of this program I’m 
pleased to report that Mr. Botkin’s charges are baseless. 

While at the 64 Bed Facility, I walked the entire 
premises beginning with the top floor, down and 
through each level until I returned to the lobby. The 
entire premises were immaculate, the library was well- 
stocked with books, the gym area spotless, and the indi¬ 
vidual units well appointed, very clean and quiet. There 
were no jackboots, no thugs, nor jackbooted thugs in 
evidence. In their place I found a courteous, caring, 
committed and compassionate staff. The only person I 
encountered remotely resembling an authoritarian fig¬ 
ure was an older gentleman who buzzed me in, and his 
function is to provide security for those in residence. 

The residents with whom I spoke expressed univer¬ 
sal appreciation for both the availability and the caliber 
of this program. 

Though it is true that we all must make some com¬ 
promises wherever we may live, none of the written 
House rules were, in my estimation, unreasonable or 
unnecessary in any communal living arrangement. 

San Francisco spends literally millions of dollars for 
housing opportunities for people with AIDS. These 
range across a broad spectrum including, but not limit¬ 
ed to, rental subsidies, family units, individual indepen¬ 
dent housing, as well as hospice and at home care The 
San Francisco Model continually changes and evolves, 
but R I P. is not the proper designation. San Francisco 
remains the national model, now more than ever. With 
the just released comprehensive five year plan which 
further commits to a client-centered system of care, San 
Francisco has yet again led the nation in designating the 
best practical programs and solutions in fighting this 
pandemic. 

Our system is not perfect, we will continue to seek 
out better solutions and revisit those programs falling 
short of their promise and potential. However, where 
we have exemplary programs, and we have many, it is 
patently unfair to the programs, the residents, the staff 
and all those who work so hard to make it work to 
malign them without a thorough investigation The 64 
bed facility at 1594 Market St. is a model of client care 
by any standard, and our community should be very 
grateful to Catholic Charities for the way it mns.

HIV housing programs 

In our tenth year of service within the epidemic. 
Catholic Charities of the Archdiocese of San Francisco 
is very proud of our record of care for people with HIV. 
It is with much concern that we read the comments of 
Mr. Michael Botkin in his column of June 29. 

We write in response to the accusations that Catholic 
Charities, as the largest HIV Housing provider in 
Northern California, is not aware of or sensitive to the 
needs of the communities we serve. Since 1985, 
Catholic Charities has created a wider spectrum in the 
continuum of HIV housing provision in San Francisco. 
We have been instrumental in the development and 
preservation of the Housing Opportunities for People 
with AIDS program of the federal department of 
Housing and Urban Development. This program brings 
San Francisco over $11 million a year to house people 
with HIV. 

Our diligent and dedicated staff, working with oth¬ 
ers in the community, are making a central HIV housing 
intake and referral system a reality for San Francisco. 
Our HIV Housing Assistance programs provide rental 
assistance, subsidies, case management and money 
management services to over 300 people with HIV each 
year. Peter Claver Community has been seen as a 
national model for HIV housing programs since its 
inception. With the addition of Derek Silva House (the 
1594 Market Street facility) in November of 1993, 
Catholic Charities is able to provide an alternative in 
San Francisco to shared housing for low-income people 
living with HIV. Rita da Cascia Community provides 
housing for families with HIV. In San Mateo County, 
we provide a food bank and delivery program for hun¬ 
dreds of people with HIV and are opening an HIV hos¬ 
pice in the City of Belmont. 

Catholic Charities serves increasing numbers of 
women and people of color. Within the first year of our 
providing services at Derek Silva, the number of 
women housed doubled from four to eight. Rita da 
Cascia, listening to the needs of families with HIV, 
recently became a subsidy program to allow families to 
live in their own apartments. Communities of color are 
significantly represented throughout Catholic Charities’ 
Residential Services Division. All staff actively work 
with communities of color, as well as in collaboration 
with organizations that provided services to specific 
communities of color. We work closely with the Living 
Well Project (formerly GCHP), the Gay Asian Pacific 
Alliance, San Francisco AIDS Foundation - Vida y 
Movimiento, Rafiki House of the Black Coalition on 
AIDS, Filipino Task Force on AIDS, and the Native 
American AIDS Task Force, among others. 


Catholic Charities’ residential programs are not 
without issues or concerns. As the needs of the people 
who are housed change, so do the policies for each pro¬ 
gram. The staff works with residents in drafting and 
reviewing program policies so that they better address 
their needs. In addition to the input from the residents, 
we have continual program monitoring by the 
Department of Public Health and other governmental 
organizations. 

Mr. Botkin suggests that services at Derek Silva 
House have decreased since we took the facility over. In 
fact, services have increased due to the continuum of 
care we are able to provide residents and the addition of 
staff. In the last year, we have hired an additional case 
manager, a clinical coordinator, and an intake worker. 

Comments such as those made by Mr. Botkin inval¬ 
idate the services provided, create an environment in 
which issues are not addressed appropriately, and 
exclude those receiving services from the conversaticm.

Rita da Casida closure 

As the former staff of Rita da Cascia House we 
would like to respond to the article in the June 22 issue 
of the BA.R. regarding the closure of this program by 
Catholic Charities. Rita da Cascia is the only program 
of its kind in San Francisco, providing housing, practi¬ 
cal support, food service, respite child care, and com¬ 
prehensive case management for women and children 
affected by HIV. Residents are homeless women with 
psychiatric and substance abuse issues in addition to a 
diagnosis of ARC/AIDS. 

In the article. Bob Nelson, Director of Public Policy 
for Catholic Charities, states: “The program is being 
changed in response to the requests of residents.” 
Having worked closely with these residents, the staff 
can confidently state that no such request has ever been 
made. In fact, the residents of Rita da Cascia have 
expressed extreme disappointment with the decision 
made by Catholic Charities and have been devastated 
by the closure. In addition, the upper administration of 
Catholic Charities forbade client notification of the 
facility’s closure until May 16, just six weeks prior to 
the closing date. 

We are concerned and confused by the implication 
of Bob Nelson’s statement. The population that Rita da 
Cascia has served is not only affected by HFV/AIDS but 
also by psychiatric and substance abuse issues which 
make independent living an often impractical option. 
While city-wide surveys reflect a preference by families 
for independent living, our clients have never expressed 
the desire for a change in our program structure. Two 
residents, in fact, considered declining their HOPWA 
housing subsidies in favor of remaining at the facility. 

The staff of Rita da Cascia are dismayed by the clo¬ 
sure of a program which has provided outstanding ser¬ 
vices and has been highly praised by both residents and 
community service providers alike. Services for HIV 
affected women and families in San Francisco are 
extremely limited. Sadly, the decision on the part of 
Catholic Charities represents a systemic lack of com¬ 
mitment to the diverse needs of women and children.

How much money 
could Magennis have been able to raise for the AEF 
were he permitted to use his title to its full advantage? 

Though we do not like to think about it, we are all 
aware that when cash is donated at a charity event there 
is that possibility that not all of it will go to the charity. 
That Magennis so quickly became a scapegoat for that 
long-held, strong and hidden frustration speaks volumes 
about a system in need of adjustment. We must choose 
wisely where and to whom we give our hard-earned 
cash. Who is sponsoring the event? What is their track 
record? The overwhelming majority of fundraisers are 
legitimate, and we must diligently expose the ones that 
are not- when we know this for proven fact. As in all 
things, education is power. If you want to donate to a 
charity, write them a check and mail it, or better yet give 
it to one of the club members who’s working the event. 
No one on the level should turn down any donation in 
check form, and you’ll know your bucks went where 
they were supposed to go.

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The elephant hites 
its own trunk 


he national Republican 
Party is so certain that it 
can take President Bill 

^ Clinton down next year 
that the announced GOP candi¬ 
dates have started attacking each 
other, rather than wasting time on 
the president. Last weekend. 
Republican National Committee 
members, meeting in 
Philadelphia, ignored Clinton to 
gang up on each other instead. 

Some not-so-flattering state¬ 
ments being bandied about con¬ 
cerned Senators Bob Dole and 
Phil Gramm, and our own 
Governor Pete Wilson. Dole, 
who would be 73 if and when he 
takes office, was said by many to 
be too old to be president. A few 
GOP insiders were quietly declar¬ 
ing that Phil Gramm, locked in an 
increasingly nasty fight with Pat 
Buchanan as to who can claim the 
“Mr. Conservative” title, is 
already floundering to the extent 
that he will become the first cam¬ 
paign casualty by the time the 
votes are counted early next year 
in New Hampshire. 

And what about Pete Wilson, 
the only announced candidate to 
skip the RNC meeting? Pundits 
are wondering - given his prob¬ 
lems with the budget fight in 
Sacramento and his flat style of 
campaigning - if he’s even going 
to be a factor by the time the San 
Diego convention rolls around 
next year. One respected GOP 
activist quipped during a NYC 
fundraiser, “The guy doesn’t even 
look like a president, more like the 
comer grocer.” 

Dole, apparently hoping to woo 
California voters, keeps dropping 
the name of California Attorney 
General Dan Lungren as his pos¬ 
sible veep. Lungren, however, 
says he is looking to the next gov¬ 
ernor’s race: “No one mns for vice 
president. I’m going ahead being 
attorney general and putting into 
place my plans for an exploratory 
committee for governor.” 
Incidentally, I wonder if Dan and 
Pete Wilson have had a talk yet 
about Lungren’s brother, Brian, 
being the state chair of the Dole 
campaign in California. 

Clearly, Dole’s reputed big lead 
over the rest of the GOP field is 
making him the prime target here, 
and yes, he is worried about the 
“age issue.” His aides have 
warned other candidates about 
bringing it up in public. 

Gramm, who is nursing a long¬ 
time personal grudge against the 
Kansas senator, is the one who, 
whenever the opportunity allows, 
alludes to Dole’s age while slyly 
dropping hints about his health as 
well. Even former Tennessee 
Governor Lamar Alexander, who 
has as much chance of getting the 
nomination as Sonny Bono, 
referred to Dole’s advanced age 
last week in remarks about “gener¬ 
ational” leadership. 

“We are at a crossroads and in

the midst of a period of genera¬ 
tional change in our leadership,” 
Alexander told the RNC members 
in Philadelphia, adding that “we 
are electing a president in 1996 
who will be president in the year 
2000, literally the first president of 
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the next century.” 

Asked later by reporters if he 
was making Dole’s age an issue, 
Alexander smirked, “I never men¬ 
tion age, but I’m talking about the 
energy, skills, and vision the next 
president will need.” And when 
Dole boasted to the assembled 
throng of his years of “dedicated 
service to the country and his 
party,” Alexander told media that 
“our nomination should not be 
based on a thank you for a long- 
serving senator.” 

Trying to play down age con¬ 
cerns, Dole told RNCers that age 
is “unimportant” and compared 
himself to Ronald Reagan, who 
became president at the tender age 
of 69: “Ronald Reagan provided 
strong leadership. America now 
needs strong leadership.” Dole 
went on to say that he is more than 
“willing to be another Ronald 
Reagan” if that’s what his party 
wants. 

The person who the committee 
should have been listening to last 
week was Haley Barbour, who 
gloated that the party has won 19 
of 28 special legislative elections 
and has added four congressional 
party-switchers since the 
November GOP blowout. 
However, Barbour is “truly wor¬ 
ried” about facing President 
Clinton next year regardless of the 
Republican nominee. He told the 
confab that “it would be folly to 
underestimate Bill Clinton. The 
president is a tremendous cam¬ 
paigner.” He went on to remind 
his fellow Republicans about 
George Bush’s early aura of 
invulnerability in the last presi¬ 
dential election. 

The Democrats, meanwhile, 
are feeling quite good about 
Clinton’s chances despite the 1994 
debacle. If the Demos could some¬ 
how figure out a way to deflate 
Jesse Jackson’s bloated ego, they 
could go into the national election 
next year a united party, taking 
advantage of Republican divisions 
sure only to become more promi¬ 
nent as the primaries gear up and 
San Diego looms larger on the 
horizon. 

More poop 

While Dole and Gramm 
worked overtime last week to crit¬ 
icize President Clinton for nor¬ 
malizing relations with Vietnam (a 
recent CNN/f/SA Today poll sided 
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with Clinton), GOP Senator John 
McCain, who spent six years as a 
Vietnam POW, praised the presi¬ 
dent for the move. McCain, who 
happens to be Phil Gramm’s 
national campaign chair, stood 
next to Clinton at the White House 
during the announcement, and in 
blunt remarks uncharacteristic of 
the soft-speaking Arizona GOPer, 
said neither Dole nor Gramm 
should think about using the issue 
to their political advantage, 
because “Senator Gramm did not 
serve. Senator Dole served in 
another war which has long ended 
- and I would like for them to now 
let us end this one.” 

Former Supe Harry Britt is 
happy teaching college. During a 
very pleasant lunch with him 
recently, he told me he “misses 
politics not one bit. I’m not even 
endorsing anyone this year.” 
Harry did make one exception, 
though: he’s supporting DA Arlo 
Smith. (Smith also has the 
endorsement of Supervisors 
Migden and Leal, Community 
College Board members Leslie 
Katz and Lawrence Wong, and 
former College Board member 
Tim Wolfred. Supe Tom 
Ammiano and School Board 
member Angie Fa are for 
Terence Hallinan.) 

Kathleen Who? Last year’s 
Democratic gubernatorial nomi¬ 
nee, Kathleen Brown, has been 
hired as a senior veep at Bank of 
America in L.A. 

The latest ballot initiative to 
allow persons over 21 to cultivate, 
transport, distribute or consume 
marijuana for medicinal and nutri¬ 
tional personal use has to have 
433,269 valid voter signatures by 
November 27 to qualify for the 
March 26, 1996 ballot. A Van 
Nuys group called H.E.M.P. is 
busily sponsoring the initiative 
and collecting signatures. 

Belated wedding congrats to 
Frank Jordan’s campaign man¬ 
ager, Clint Reilly, and his gor¬ 
geous new bride. 

Candace Gingrich redux: the 
lesbian kid sister of the mighty 
Newt appears in the “Women We 
Love” feature in the current edi¬ 
tion of Esquire. The House speak¬ 
er declined an offer to write about 
his half-sister (though she’s 
reportedly working on a book 
about him) for the magazine, so 
Representative Barney Frank 
wrote the mini-essay on our 1995 
parade marshal, noting that Newt 
Gingrich “strongly suggests that 
homosexual behavior is a very 
unpleasant thing that well 
brought-up people could avoid if 
they really wanted to. The very 
fact that he and Candace have the 
same mother seriously undercuts 
this line of reasoning.” ▼

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tions of the 1970s.) 

Somehow, it doesn’t quite add 
up. But then, neither does the idea 
of an East Coast transplant of two 
years being the expert on how cos¬ 
mopolitan West Coast California 
should organize itself. Where’s the 
track record of perfecting his own 
city of origin, which he must find 
less attractive than San Francisco 
to have moved here? (California 
natives go Ugly American-bash- 
ing, film at 11.) 

Different meanings 

A key element in the paradox is 
the fact that the word “assimilate” 
has two meanings, depending 
upon whether it’s used as a transi¬ 
tive or intransitive verb. To assim¬ 
ilate (intransitive) means to blend 
into and become part of a larger 
whole - as in, to assimilate into 
straight culture to the point of no 
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longer having a distinct queer way 
of life. To assimilate (transitive) 
means to digest, to combine some¬ 
thing into one’s self. I got assimi¬ 
lated in this latter sense at my 
friend Sara’s wedding over 
Memorial Day. 

Sara and I were thrown togeth¬ 
er on a new Women’s Advertising 
Softball League team eight years 
ago; she was in her first account 
executive job, and I was doing, 
among other things, freelance 
public relations. We hit it off 
immediately, it making no differ¬ 
ence that she was one of the most 
boy-crazy women I’ve ever met 
while I was your basic Kinsey five 
(not completely inured but not 
usually impressed). 

Of course, as California 
natives, we had some cultural ref¬ 
erents in common, even though 
I’m local and she’s from LA. 
Over the years, we’ve laughed 
and cried together over each 
other’s dating and relationship 
joys and woes. 

Naturally then, I was among 
the group of Sara’s women friends 
(one from junior high) who bond¬ 
ed at both the bridal shower (yes, 
the full Martha Stewart treatment) 
and the wedding at Pebble Beach 
(you go for greatness, girlfriend!). 
In the course of the usual chitchat 
about where we lived, what we 
did, how we’d met Sara and/or 
Donn, etc., nobody batted eyelash 


one when I told them what I was 
doing with my writing - to wit, a 
biography coming out on diskette 
from Spectrum Press {MIRRORS: 
Portrait of a Lesbian Transsexual 
by Geri Nettick as told to Beth 
Elliott, now available at A 
Different Light... hint, hint) and a 
colunm for the Bay Area Reporter, 
which I described as a San 
Francisco gay and lesbian weekly. 
In fact, a number of them asked 
where they could find the B.A.R. 
to take a look at my column. 

No insecMirities 

These straight folks had assim¬ 
ilated gay and lesbian people (both 
cqnceptually and individually) 
into their world, to the point of 
being genuinely interested in cre¬ 
ative work without borders of sex¬ 
uality. I had assimilated into that 
group of people to the point of 
enjoying the company and friend¬ 
ship of pleasant, intelligent, cre¬ 
ative folks without borders of sex¬ 
uality. 

I had a great time at both the 
shower and wedding without feel¬ 
ing insecure in my lesbianism. 
Being femme helped, for sure, but 
wanting to spend my time with 
good, bright people who respect 
each other was key. It was a case 
of shared values over the idea that 
a shared sexual orientation auto¬ 
matically makes for an overarch¬ 
ing group affiliation. 

As a California native, there’s a 
mythology central to so many peo¬ 
ple’s queer identities that I don’t 
share: the myth of wonderful 
trendy us in Mecca versus the 
folks back home in white-bread 
land. I like to think it helps keep 
me honest and who I am in the 
world authentic. And I think more 
lesbians miss their regional cul¬ 
tures than want to let on. 

I thought of that while catching 
the Austin Lounge Lizards with 
one of my usual mix-and-match 
groups of friends: a queer-punk- 
leather-boychick performance 
artist, her femme photographer 
girlfriend, and a straight woman 
soccer fiend with whom I play 
bridge. The Lizards do a song, 
“Cornhusker Refugee,” about a 
gay man who misses Nebraska but 
can’t ask a lover to move home 
with him from San Francisco. It 
was crying pedal steel guitar over 
anti-assimilation rhetoric in a 
walk. 

And, by the way, yes, I did kiss 
the bride. ▼

W arning! Heterosexu¬ 
als may be reading 
this column! Details 
follow, but first... 
This year’s Freedom Day 
parade has come and gone, yet its 
theme of A World Without 
Borders continues to provide food 
for thought, as though stashed 
away in the intellectual equivalent 
of Tupperware (“And this contain¬ 
er comes in two designer colors: 
Neuron Grey and Nyelin Sheath 
Cream”). On the surface, it’s a 
simple (if not simplistic) idea, a 
sort of queer It‘s a Small World: 
open travel and interchange 
among people of all nations and 
cultures, with a subtext of every¬ 
one coming together and mingling 
in California. 

At the same time, the theme’s 
main promoter wrote a piece for 
the parade program/flier urging all 
the lesbian, etc. folks coming here 
to resist assimilation into hetero¬ 
sexual culture. I found the piece 
self-contradictory in a number of 
ways. 

First, if we’re always going on 
about how large gay artists, etc. 
loom in Western culture, are we 
really aliens in it? And how mono¬ 
lithic can Western culture be, any¬ 
way, seeing as how the pre-Greco- 
Roman Celtic European culture 
had already absorbed its share of 
Central Asian, Near Eastern, and 
Northern African influences (such 
as African syntax in today’s Celtic 
languages)? Perhaps America is 
less a melting pot than a skillet, in 
which we’re all better flavored for 
the influences of our neighbors, 
like the ingredients in a good jam- 
balaya. 

So, second, if you’re moving 
somewhere because you like the 
culture and community better than 
the small town/conservative city 
you’re leaving, isn’t the purpose 
to assimilate, to some degree, into 
that new environment’s culture? 
After all, other places are gay- and 
lesbian-friendly enough; the only 
advantage of San Francisco would 
have to be the relationship of our 
community to the larger one. (And 
the groundwork for the relation¬ 
ship in California was in place

Thirty five East Bay gays 
and lesbians will learn the 
ropes of a political campaign 
during a Victory Fund train¬ 
ing session in Oakland from 
July 28 to 30. 

National board member 
and Oakland resident Brenda 
Crawford told the B.A.R. 60 
percent of the participants 
will consist of people of 
color, part of the Victory 
Fund’s attempt to include 
more women and people of 
color in the political process. 
Last year, of the 246 people 
trained in nine sessions 
across the country, 48 percent 
were women and 23 percent 


were people of color. 

The nation’s first - and 
only - African-American les¬ 
bian elected official, Seattle 
city councilwoman Sherry 
Harris, will also be on hand, 
according to Crawford. 

The sessions provide an 
introduction into the rigors of 
an electoral campaign, finan¬ 
cial resources available for 
gays and lesbians, puncturing 
the common argument that 
queers only think of their 
own community once they 
get into office, and communi¬ 
cating through the media. 

Since 1990, Victory Fund 
has raised more than $1 mil¬ 
lion for gay and lesbian can¬ 
didates.^

Television, a progressive non¬ 
profit organization known as 
CAT, wants to help provide a 
brighter future for all gay, lesbian, 
and bisexual teens.

ronments; violence and hate 
crimes; inadequate or no educa¬ 
tion because they fear attending 
school; being thrown out of their 
homes or feeling compelled to run 
away; and involvement in prosti¬ 
tution for survival if homeless. 

“The statistics on GLB teens 
who have tried to kill themselves is 
quite alarming,” Hadley says. “The 
numbers suggest that seven to 23 
percent of all GLB teens in the U. 
S. have attempted suicide. Many of 
these were multiple attempts. 
Compare this to the two to three 
percent in heterosexual teens. 

“Can you imagine being so 
afraid of your sexual identity that 
you feel your only choice is not to 
live at all?”

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Log Cabin fever warps 
San Diego perceptions

uring a recent floor 
debate, U.S. 

Representative Randy 
Cunningham of San 
Diego railed against his 
Congressional colleagues for sup¬ 
porting - as he put it - “homos in 
the military.” That public slur was 
widely condemned, in both the 
mainstream and lesbian/gay press. 

But according to the San Diego 
Log Cabin Club - the group of gay 
Republicans - the press got it 
wrong. 

The most recent (May/June) 
issue of the club’s newsletter, 
Political Journal, defends 
Cunningham and argues that his 
use of the word “homo” was not 
defamatory. 

The Journal explains: “The 
Congressman does object to gays 
in the military. But that was not 
the issue in debate on the floor and 
Cunningham’s remark about 
‘homos’ was not meant as a slur 
against gays, but, as it was given, 
a generalized venting against lib¬ 
erals.” 

The newsletter further argues 
that Cunningham was unfairly 
“singled out” for his use of the 
term, since lesbians and gays also 
use the term, but without sanction. 

In other words, the Journal 
contends that simply because the 
phrase “homos” is tossed out ran¬ 
domly and with anger by a hetero¬ 
sexual politician, who just hap¬ 
pens to attack lesbian/gay civil 
rights for a living, that’s still no 
indication of homophobia. 

Such a claim is beyond ridicu¬ 
lous - it is insane - particularly 
because it was written (presum¬ 
ably) by gays for gays.

Newsweek 
discovers 
*new sex’ 

Remember two years ago (June 
21, 1993, to be precise) when an 
embracing lesbian couple graced 
the cover of Newsweek magazine? 
“Lesbians have always been the 
invisible homosexuals,” the cap¬ 
tion announced, “now these 
women are stepping front and cen¬ 
ter.” 

This week, the magazine has 
similarly discovered bisexuals. 
Newsweek's July 17 cover story 
declares: “A new sexuality 
emerges. ... Now it’s coming out 
in the open - in pop culture, in 
cyberspace and on campus.” 

Of course, bisexuality is hardly 
a “new sexuality.” But it is news to 
much of the mainstream press and 
- consequently - to much of the 
public. In that regard, this cover 
story is a particularly welcome 
(and long-overdue) contribution to 
bi visibility. 

Across seven well-illustrated 
pages, Newsweek paints a fairly 
affirmative portrait of bisexual 
identities. Significantly, the 
authors manage to avoid much of 
the sex-negativity and “voyeuris¬ 
tic” style that has marred similar 
attempts. And while the article 
touches upon a broad range of 
subjects - myths, history, media, 
sex, love - not a single bigot was 
quoted for “balance.” 

Newsweek's coverage is not 
perfect, of course. In contrast to 
(or perhaps because of) the arti¬ 
cle’s emphasis on bisexual identi¬ 
ty, there is relatively little said, 
directly, about bisexual politics. 
The authors gloss over such con¬ 


cepts as “community” and “move¬ 
ment,” though these are funda¬ 
mental to the very “emergence” 
announced on the magazine’s 
cover. 

Nevertheless, the article is still 
a groundbreaking achievement for 
a mainstream medium ... espe¬ 
cially one of this stature. This 
issue of Newsweek - vivid, 
unapologetic and (literally) cov¬ 
ered with bisexuality - will reach 
several million readers.

There’s no place 
like Home 

July 19 marks the season pre¬ 
miere of The Larry Sanders Show, 
which is entering its fourth year on 
the Home Box Office (HBO) net¬ 
work.

This year, HBO’s 
Sports Division hired Martina 
Navratilova as a Wimbledon com¬ 
mentator; such high-profile posi¬ 
tions are rarely given to lesbian or 
gay athletes (unless they are clos¬ 
eted). And next year, in February, 
HBO will debut The Celluloid 
Closet, a documentary film based 
on author/activist Vito Russo’s 
seminal history of homosexuality 
in the movies.

As Migden opens hearing on water safety... 

Crypto Infection Hospitalizes 
Milk Club Veep Tony Leone

Tony Leone, the political vice 
president of the Harvey Milk 
Democratic Club, was hospital¬ 
ized last week with a painful case 
of cryptosporidiosis. 

Friends said the normally 
robust Leone - who weighed 250 
pounds before his current illness - 
has lost 45 pounds since mid-June 
as a result of the ailment. 

Leone’s painful illness 
occurred only one week before the 
San Francisco board of supervi¬ 
sors created a 17-member 
Cryptosporidium Task Force on 
Monday, July 17. The CTF, estab¬ 
lished at the behest of Supervisor 
Carole Migden, would propose 
guidelines for a regular system of 
notifying the public about risks 
from the Cryptosporidium parasite 
in the local water supply. 

Leone, who said he is immuno¬ 
compromised because he is HIV¬ 
positive, was admitted to the hos¬ 
pital with cryptosporidiosis last 
Monday, July 10. 

In a hospital interview with the 
B.A.R., the 43-year-old Leone said 
he was “discombobulated,” and 
said crypto is causing vomiting, 
nausea, heartburn, stomach pain, 
“and frequent bowel movements - 
30 to 40 times a day.” 

“I fully believe I got it [cryp¬ 
tosporidiosis] through the [San 
Francisco] drinking water,” he 
said. 


Dr. Katz: Don’t blame the water 

Most cases of Cryptosporidium here are spread sexually, and city 
tap water is probably not the culprit, according to Dr. Mitchell Katz, 
director of Epidemiology, Disease Control and AIDS for the San 
Francisco Department of Public Health. 

"Cryptosporidium is transmitted through contamination with 
feces," Katz wrote in a statement faxed to the Bay Area Reporter 
Monday, July 17. 

"In the case of water, this can occur if the water is contaminat¬ 
ed with human or animal feces. Because in San Francisco we get 
our water from high in the Sierras above where animals or humans 
live, the water is of extremely high quality. It comes directly to us 
in San Francisco. 

"Although they can find Cryptosporidium in the water in San 
Francisco on occasion, it is at such a low concentration that we 
don't believe it is associated with disease. This is different than in 
other cities where the quality of water is lower and where there 
have been outbreaks of Cryptosporidium due to water." 

The statement by Katz seemed to support previously published 
statements by Dr. Frances Taylor, epidemiologist with the San 
Francisco Department of Public Health. 

"We believe in San Francisco that Cryptosporidium is spread pri¬ 
marily sexually through oral/anal contact or through contact with 
feces that occurs through sex but does not involve direct oral/anal 
contact," Katz wrote, "such as when one has intercourse and touch¬ 
es a condom while taking it off after having rectal intercourse and 
doesn't wash well, or when someone had oral contact with the skin 
near the anus where there may be some contamination." 

Katz indirectly addressed a statement by Harvey Milk Club vice 
president Tony Leone, that Leone had not had sex in the six months 
before his recent hospitalization with cryptosporidiosis. "There is a 
possibility that someone can develop clinical Cryptosporidium long 
after exposure," Katz wrote, "so recent oral/anal contact may not be 
necessary." T

It has been previously suggest¬ 
ed by Dr. Frances Taylor, epi¬ 
demiologist with the San 
Francisco Department of Public 
Health, in remarks before the 
board of supervisors, that gay 
men could be contracting Cryp¬ 
tosporidium through oral/anal 
contact [rimming]. 

Leone candidly disputed 
Taylor’s statements. He said he 
has been so ill with AIDS - and 
the generalized weakness it pro¬ 
duces - over the past six months 
he has had no sex of any kind with 
other people. 

“I can’t be bothered with it,” 
he said. 

“I definitely got [crypto] 
through the water.” 

He strongly recommends that 
all immunocompromised individ¬ 
uals boil their municipal tap water 
for at least a full minute before 
drinking it. 

Once an individual has cryp¬ 
tosporidiosis it is very difficult to 
get rid of. “There’s no sure-fire 
cure.” Leone said; he is being 
given various drugs intravenously 
and by injection, which adds to his 
severe discomfort. 


The CTF: What’s on tap? 

In her proposal, Migden asked 
for guidelines that take into 
account and address the special 
concerns of immunocompromised 
people in the community, such as 
those who are HIV positive. 

Specifically, the task force 
will, for review of the supervisors, 
prepare guidelines for “a proposed 
regular system of notifying the 
members of the public of the risks 
from the Cryptosporidium parasite 
in the water supply, which guide¬ 
lines shall specifically address the 
special concerns of the immune- 
compromised community.” 

The Cryptosporidium Task 
Force would submit proposed 
guidelines by October 2, and 
would terminate once the guide¬ 
lines are in place. 

One member would be 
appointed by the City Public 
Utilities Commission; one mem¬ 
ber by the Director of Public 
Health in San Francisco; and one 
member by the California 
Department of Health Services. 
One member would represent 
Mayor Frank Jordan, one would 


represent the board of supervisors, 
and 12 members would be 
appointed by the board of supervi¬ 
sors: those members would 
include an environmental health 
expert, a water expert, an epi¬ 
demiologist, a member of the

Mas Cubana

San Francisco’s Castro district has become, 
for gays, lesbians, bisexuals, and transgenders, 
a haven from the unequal treatment by the rest 
of society. The name alone connotes comrade¬ 
ship and acceptance. It is an ironic name, how¬ 
ever, since the sad and violent history of Cuba’s 
Castro is a different story. 

This week in 1980, the Metropolitan 
Community Church acknowledged the injuries 
inflicted on queers in prison work camps oper¬ 
ated in the mid-60s under the euphemism 
Military Unites to Aid Production. The 
Advocate reported that MCC directly sponsored 
some 1,200 of the 5,000 “undesirables” Castro 
deported towards the end of July 1980. 

As in Hitler’s Germany of 40 years earlier, 
gays were lumped in with Jehovah’s 


Witnesses, pimps, prostitutes, drug dealers, 
and others living on the fringes of society, as 
“socially unaddressed” people who needed 
“rehabilitation.” 

It was not until 1988 that “public ostentation 
of homosexuality,” a longtime justification for 
brutalities by Cuban police departments dating 
back to 1938, was decriminalized. Guilty par¬ 
ties faced sentences ranging from three months 
to two years. Still, Cuban gays reported nega¬ 
tive interactions with police well into the 
1980s, according to lesbian writer Sonja de 
Vries. 

Writing in a recent article on the 
International Workers Day parade, she stated, 
“Wounds these years left on the spirit of gay 
and lesbian Cubans, and on the revolution 
itself, are still healing.” 

A major step was taken in 1986 when the 


National Commission on Sex Education hand¬ 
ed down a dictate proclaiming homosexuality 
and bisexuality as normal sexual orientations. 

And the 1994 movie Strawberries and 
Chocolate enjoyed enormous popularity in 
Cuba, encouraging renewed discussion of 
homosexuality, according to de Vries’s recent 
article in DykeSpeak.

Ironically, the founder of the 
worldwide Boy Scout movement, 
Robert Stephenson Smyth Baden- 
Powell (first Baron of Gilwell), 
was probably a repressed homo¬ 
sexual himself - and a female 
impersonator who feared women 
and taught his Boy Scouts to stay 
away from girls, according to Tim 
Jeal’s 670-page biography The 
Boy-Man, The Life of Lord Baden- 
Powell, published by William 
Morrow in 1990. 

Of Baden-Powell’s relation¬ 
ship with Lieutenant Kenneth M. 
McLaren, whom he called “the 
boy” and “my best friend in the 
world,” Jeal’s diligent research 
divulged that the pair “always 
made sure that they were allocated 
a shared bungalow whenever the 
regiment was ordered to a new 
station. They exchanged presents 
frequently, and missed one anoth¬ 
er when separated.” 

Perhaps most revealing is that 
most of the letters between the 
two were destroyed by both men 
and their families - while most of 
their other letters were saved. 

The book also says Baden- 
Powell was attracted to Nazism, 
and that Ernest Thompson Seton 
(naturalist, author, and inventor of 
the Woodcraft Indians) accused 
Baden-Powell of stealing his idea. 

“Nothing has changed!” 
Bonsky wrote in his appeal for 
funds in San Francisco. “The situ¬ 
ation is still the same, but the 
attacks on the Scouts are much 
more subtle and subversive. 
Today, Scouting’s ethics and 
value-based program continue to 
be attacked by special interest 


groups intent on promoting a self- 
serving political agenda.” 

Despite Bonsky words, this has 
changed: if Baden-Powell were 
alive today, and his sexual orienta¬ 
tion were honestly stated, he could 
no longer join the worldwide 
organization he founded. ▼ 


beginning to feel the effects of the 
organization’s entrenched homo¬ 
phobia: because of BSA’s refusal 
to tolerate gay Boy Scouts as 
members or gay Scout Masters for 
the last three years, it has been 
denied funds by the United Way 
and the use of school buildings as 
meeting places by the San 
Francisco School District.

New poll: 
ScMiiiting leads 
to apathy 

NEW YORK - As boys 
enter adolescence, their 
propensity for behavior that 
many would consider unethi¬ 
cal increases dramatically, 
according to a poll released 
in June by Louis Harris and 
Associates. 

The poll questioned 
2,508 boys in grades four 
through 12, asking them 
about past behavior and 
what they would do in a vari¬ 
ety of hypothetical situa¬ 
tions. 

“Whatever values parents 
and schools are teaching, 
many boys are learning that 
it is okay to break the law, 
and commit anti-social, 
unethical acts in these 
times,' said Humphrey 
Taylor, chairman of Louis 
Harris. 

Taylor said that the poll 
found that boys who had 
been Boy Scouts were, 
despite the famous oath, 
even less likely to report ille¬ 
gal or unethical activities 
than non-Scouts.

Religious Right Stopped in L.A.

Los Angeles was supposed to 
be the last stop on a six-city field 
tour launched by the U.S. House 
Judiciary Subcommittee on the 
Constitution, considering public 
testimony about a proposed 
“Religious Equality Amendment” 
to the Constitution. But the sched¬ 
uled July 17 hearing was canceled 
at the last minute, leaving propo¬ 
nents and opponents to speculate 
about the reasons why the 
Republican-led Subcommittee 
decided not to hear Southern 
Californians concerned with the 
issue. 

“The Republicans were 
scared,” said Jean Hessburg, 
California director of the 15-year 
old, unabashedly liberal People for 
the American Way, in a July 18 
phone interview. Hessburg thinks 
amendment supporters, including 
Subcommittee chair Represen¬ 
tative Charles T. Kanady (R- 
Florida), were intimidated by the 
large showings in New York and 
Tampa by those opposed to what 
she’s renamed the “Religious 
Coercion Amendment.” 

According to a policy paper by 
the Institute for the Study of the 
Religious Right (ISRR), the 
Religious Equality Amendment 
was authored by Traditional 


Values Coalition head Lou 
Sheldon and pushed by the 
Christian Coalition as a backdoor 
effort to “institute school prayer.

tax-supported vouchers for reli¬ 
gious schools, and government- 
sponsored religious activities in 
schools, courthouses, and on all 
public property, and to create a 
mechanism by which to establish 
fundamentalist Christian totalitar¬ 
ianism in this country.” 


Groups opposed to the consti¬ 
tutional amendment include the 
ACLU, ISRR, People for the 
American Way, the American 
Jewish Committee, the Unitarian 
Universalist Service Committee, 
and a number of other religious 
and civil rights groups. 

“I think the Republicans did 
not want to publicly be outnum¬ 
bered in Los Angeles,” Hessburg 
said, “so they opted to cancel 
rather postpone.” 

“I don’t think Lou Sheldon 
could deliver as many supporters 
as we could opponents,” she 
observed. 

A poll commissioned by 
People for the American Way, she 
said, shows that “there is extraor¬ 
dinary public sentiment against an 
amendment that puts the govern¬ 
ment in a position of forcing 
prayer in public venues or having 
more government in control of our 
religious lives. Lou and the 
Christian Coalition are way out of 
step on this issue. The American 
public wants a clear separation of 
church and state.” 

The progressive community 
must respond to the grassroots 
efforts of the religious conserva¬ 
tives, Hessburg said. “Coalition 
building is the answer. None of us 
has the resources to defeat the reli¬ 
gious right alone.” ▼

Republican leadership appreciates the unique 
concerns of this disease,” said Rich Tafel, execu¬ 
tive Director of Log Cabin Republicans. 

“We essentially came out okay on the HHS 
[Health and Human Services] appropriation,” 
said Troy Petenbrink, spokesman for the 
National Association of People With AIDS 
(NAPWA). 

The HHS budget also includes the second 
largest line item for AIDS, funding for education 
and prevention activities through the Centers for 
Disease Control. Its current level of $590 million 
was maintained. 

Up the creek without an OAR? 

The impact on research is a bit murkier. The 
Republican impulse to simplify and consolidate 
programs led them to eliminate the line item for 
AIDS research at the National Institutes of 
Health (NIH). The> appropriated money in larg¬ 
er blocks with fewer strings attached, increasing 
increased overall funding at NIH by 5.7 percent, 
to $11.9 billion. 

The Office of AIDS Research (OAR), headed 
by Dr. William E. Paul, had begun to coordinate 
all spending on AIDS research with the start of 
this current fiscal year. That will no longer hap¬ 
pen. 

“This move seriously threatens efforts to find 
a cure for AIDS,” according to Winnie 
Stachelberg, senior health policy advocate for the 
Human Rights Campaign Fund (HRCF). 

It is “an enormous setback for AIDS 
research,” agreed Mark Barnes, executive direc¬ 
tor of the AIDS Action Council. “Without the 
individual earmarks for AIDS funding... 
research could be whittled away and gradually 
deteriorate.” 

Mark Harrington, policy director with the 
Treatment Action Group (TAG) in New York, 
called it “a frontal assault on AIDS research pro¬ 
grams. .. threatening to make NIH AIDS research 
less efficient, more wasteful, and unproductive.” 

“In 1986-87 there was all this money going 
into a black hole at NIH. Not only was it not get¬ 
ting us anywhere, but no one even knew where it 
was being spent. That was why OAR was given 
strategic responsibility,” said Gary Rose, lobby¬ 
ist with AIDS Action. ‘This puts us back to not 
being able to follow any paper trail until long 
after it is going to do us any good.” 

No figlit for the status quo 

Others, while not directly contradicting those 
views, were distinctly less concerned. They 
pointed to basic research being conducted under 
the rubric of AIDS that could just as easily be 
described and funded under other labels. 


“They are just shuffling it around, it never 
was AIDS money to being with,” said Steve 
Michael. “NIH hasn’t cured anything. You won’t 
find ACT UP Washington fighting for the status 
quo.” 

NAPWA’s Petenbrink called the move “a dou¬ 
ble-edged sword, because now Jesse Helms can’t 
pull out those numbers and say, ‘Oh, you are 
spending this much on AIDS.’” 

There are also questions to Paul’s administra¬ 
tion of the program and TAG’s links to Paul. 
ACT UP chapters from New York and 
Philadelphia coordinated a demonstration at NIH 
on July 10 to protest an OAR meeting on 
resource allocation that Paul illegally closed to 
the public. TAG was an invited participant at that 
session. 

Rose sees “the old boy network completely 
intact at NIH” and fears that dropping OAR will 
result in closing the process to “community peo¬ 
ple, extramural scientists ... and the virologists 
won’t talk to the immunologists any more 
because there won’t be anything in it for them to 
have that conversation.” 

He believes the decision was based largely on 
a lack of understanding of how the program 
works. He hopes that AIDS lobbyists can turn the 
vote around in the full committee, much the same 
way they were able to do in the spring with cut¬ 
backs for AIDS housing. He is even willing to 
see a smaller increase in NIH funding to maintain 
that line item and structure of accountability. 

HOPWA: line casualty 

Housing Opportunities for People With AIDS 
(HOPWA), the object of recission battles earlier 
this year, also faces elimination as a separate line 
item. President Clinton suggested that option last 
December. 

The budget proposal combines the small 
program ($186 million) with others serving the 
frail, elderly, and disabled. Funding is set at $1 
billion for the package, down from $1.86 bil¬ 
lion. It gives the Secretary of Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD) authority on how 
to spend the money within those broad groups. 

Advocates concerned with the parasite Cryp¬ 
tosporidium in water supplies were dismayed to 
see the safe drinking water revolving fund elimi¬ 
nated. The program helps states upgrade their 
water filtrations systems. The compliance 
enforcement budget was also slashed. “So essen¬ 
tially there is no way anyone will even check on 
the water systems now,” said Petenbrink. 

The Republican budget proposals are likely to 
pass the House in the next few weeks with little 
modification. Observers consider it the more fis¬ 
cally conservative of the two bodies. They see 
these figures as baselines, which may be 
increased slightly as the appropriations bills 
work their way through the Senate and joint con¬ 
ferences between the two bodies. T 
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Camp Sister Spirit’s Brenda Henson on Win

“We didn’t know what to expect, but the 
judge went further than we ever dreamed,” 
Brenda Henson said in a phone interview a 
few days after the July 5 decision by 
Chancery Court Judge Frank McKenzie to 
dismiss a “nuisance” lawsuit against Brenda 
and Wanda’s Camp Sister Spirit in Ovett, 
Mississippi. 

Neighbors of the feminist education cen¬ 
ter, backed by an organization called 
Mississippi for Family Values, attacked the 
camp for creating a traffic and noise “nui¬ 
sance” in the rural area. But the judge ruled 
that a property owner has the right to have 
a “reasonable number of people” come to 
their property for an “infrequent” event 
such as a “womyn’s festival,” a family 
reunion, a private party, a church meeting, a 
gathering of hunters at a deer camp, or a 
political rally. 

“All of these events will cause an 
increase in traffic,” Henson read from the 
decision. “The fact that neighbors may dis¬ 
agree over politics, religion, or any social 
issue does not diminish the right of the 
property owner to use their property for 
their enjoyment and beneifit within the 
bounds of the law.” 

Despite the fact that Mississippi has 
sodomy laws and Brenda and Wanda 


Henson were identified in court and in the 
Judge’s decision as a “self-proclaimed les¬ 
bian couple,” the judge ruled that sexual ori¬ 
entation was “not an issue in this case.” 
That’s because in testimony, Henson said, 
“none of the plaintiffs expressed any objec¬ 
tions to lesbians living in their community.” 

Unofficially, of course, rampant homo¬ 
phobia is one of the main reasons why the 
FBI has sent an investigator to monitor the 
situation surrounding constant harassment 
and threats of violence towards Camp Sister 
Spirit inhabitants. 

“It’s amazing to me. But in the end, 
while he has ruled in our favor, it doesn’t 
give us unlimited license to develop and use 
our property any way we choose. But that’s 
true of anybody,” she said. Now, however, 
the Hensons and their helpers are just happy 
to get back to doing their good works of 
teaching and distributing food and clothing 
to the rural poor. 

But the decision does not mean the Camp 
can drop their guard: a militia unit has 
sprung up about ten miles away. T

A different kind of phone sex line: 

Nat’l 800 Number Provides Safer Sex Dialogue, Research

Gay and bisexual men with 
mixed feelings about adopting 
safer sex practices can call a toll- 
free number to explore those feel¬ 
ings until Thursday, July 27. The 
nationwide experimental service 
was established by Project Reach 
as a place for men to share - and 
possibly resolve - those concerns. 

“Its goal is helping in the reso¬ 
lution of ambivalence,” according 
to Roger Roffman, Ph.D., director 
of the University of Washington 
School of Social Work’s 
Innovative Program Research 
Group. “It’s not treatment, it’s not 
intended to give skills, it’s really 
designed to help men explore their 
ambivalence about practicing 
safer sex.” 

Along the way, he said, the 
Seattle-based project is also con¬ 
ducting research that may lead to 
federal funding for a larger inter¬ 
vention project. 

The experimental project’s 
forerunner was Project Aries, a 
University of Washington 
research project that offered tele¬ 
phone group counseling to about 
600 gay and bisexual men about 
safer sex concerns, according to 
Roffman. 

“We learned two important 
things while conducting that 
study,” he told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “First, the men who par¬ 
ticipated in the counseling became 
much safer sexually than did the 
men who were in the control 


group. Second, a few people who 
called our toll-free number to 
inquire about practicing safer sex 
eventually dropped out before 
counseling. 

“We think many of these peo¬ 
ple were ambivalent about being 
safer.” 

*A strong sense off loss’ 

“People who engage in unsafe 
sex are not necessarily uneducated 
about HIV transmission or proper 
condom usage,” Roffman said. 

“They have a strong sense of 
loss about a very basic and funda¬ 
mental aspect of gay sexuality. 
They have to change their natural 
sexual activity or avoid certain 
acts entirely. There can be a lot of 
ambivalence about doing that.” 

Roffman said that fatalism is 
also a factor among some gay men 
in the wake of the epidemic’s ter¬ 
rible devastation, as is a fear 
among some men that they will be 
rejected for practicing safer sex. 

Roffman said that the project 
was modeled on “Drinker’s 
Checkup,” a New Mexico inter¬ 
vention project that targeted peo¬ 
ple with concerns about their 
drinking. Researchers found that 
even through brief contact they 
could reach the target group; 
assessment and discussion about 
those concerns motivated behav¬ 
ior change among program partic¬ 
ipants, he said. 

Project Reach is funded by 
donations, and all staffers are vol¬ 
unteers.

Gay and lesbian leaders kicked 
off a drive this morning (Thursday, 
July 20) to mobilize thousands of 
area residents for a lesbian, gay, 
and bisexual contingent to next 
month’s massive Mobilization For 
Health C^e march. 

The Ahgust 20 event is expect¬ 
ed to draw thousands of marchers, 
according to Howard Wallace, co¬ 
chair of the Lesbian and Gay 
Labor Alliance. 

“Merger mania, resulting in 
bigger and better health mainte¬ 
nance organizations, means one 
thing: they’ve got your money and 
they don’t need you,’’ he said of 
the current healthcare situation. 
“Patients are part of overhead; 
they want you out the door as 
quickly as possible.’’ 

Wallace is a member of the San 
Francisco Labor Council, as well 
as an organizer with Service 
Employees International, Local 
250, a Northern California health¬ 
care workers union. 

Lesbian and gay leaders sched¬ 
uled to appear at the 11 a.m. kick 
off included Supervisors Tom 
Ammiano, Carole Migden, and 
Susan Leal. Activists endorsing 
the march include Kenya Briggs, 
president of Lesbians and Gays of 


African Descent For Democratic 
Action (LG ADD A); pioneering 
lesbian activists Phyllis Lyon and 
Del Martin; gay attorney and 
medical association head Ben 
Schatz; and others, including 
Dennis Peron, Criss Romero, and 
San Francisco Community 
College Trustees Leslie Katz and 
Lawrence Wong. 

The goals of the coalition 
include a healthcare system that 
establishes consumer protection 
procedures, provides equal access 
to all, and guards against a med¬ 
ical system that puts profit before 
health, according to labor activist 
Vince Quackenbush. 

“Additionally, the community 
leader have called specifically for full 
flmding for HIV and breast cancer 
research and treatment,’’ (^uacken- 
bush said in a press statement. 

Organizations that have 
endorsed the march include 
LGADDA; the Harvey Milk 
Lesbian, Gay, and Bisexual 
Democratic Club; The People 
With AIDS Coalition-San 
Francisco; The Lesbian and Gay 
Labor Alliance; and the Lavender 
Caucus SEIU Region. 

‘Today we watch in horror as 
healthcare for Americans fortu¬ 
nate enough to have coverage 
deteriorates, and the healthcare

safety net crumbles for the unin¬ 
sured and the indigent,’’ says the 
group’s Call to Action.

where everyone in the room, 
except the drug company reps, 
was HIV-positive,” said Jeff Getty 
of ACT UP/Golden Gate. 

Activists focused on the need 
for broader access, as well as tar¬ 
geted outreach to underserved 
populations. Hearing extensive 
input directly from people with 
fewer than 50 CDs and those 
depending upon the public health¬ 
care system proved to be crucial to 
altering Merck’s vision of an 
expanded access program. 
Between March and June of this 
year the company began consider¬ 


ing the creation of a program that 
would enroll up to 1,400 patients 
through approximately a dozen 
“HUB sites” around the country. 
The HUB sites were to include 
existing research sites slated to 
conduct Phase III studies. 

While initial screening would 
happen through these sites, subse¬ 
quent access to drug would have 
been made available through a 
patient’s primary care physician. 
Although activists were not wholly 
in favor of this proposal, they con¬ 
tinued to work with Merck in iden¬ 
tifying the limitations of this 
approach, as well as the benefits of 
pursuing other options. Many 
activists felt that it would be unrea¬ 
sonable for patients with very low

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T-cell counts to have to travel long 
distances for initial screenings. 
Concerns that such a program 
would discriminate against sicker 
patients may have eventually con¬ 
tributed to the scrapping of the 
HUB site expanded access idea. 

The program that Merck 
announced this week may be one 
of the best thought-out limited 
expanded access programs the 
community has seen to date. 

Constnicrtive pressure 

“It is because of constructive 
pressure from the activist and advo¬ 
cacy community that we are offer¬ 
ing this program,” says John 
Doorley, Merck’s Executive direc¬ 
tor of Corporate Communications. 
While the program offers only 
1,400 people the opportunity to get 
the Merck protease inhibitor this 
year, accessing the lottery is very 
user-friendly for patients, care¬ 
givers, and doctors. One simply 
calls 1-800-497-8383 to register, 
between July 17 and August 11. 
The call is both free and confiden¬ 
tial. Merck has also assured the 
community that they have contract¬ 
ed with a company that will provide 
over 100 operators to accept calls; 
so busy signals and voice mail 
music limbo is not anticipated. 

By using a lottery system 
Merck has dealt with community 
concerns over patients who 
depend upon public healthcare. 
Because public healthcare doctors 
have limited support staff it was 
felt that they are less likely to 
quickly access an expanded access 
program. First-come-first-serve 
programs for drug allocation have 
resulted in greater access to those 
with private care. It is critical that 
industry get a truer snapshot of the 
effects of treatments in a wider 
spectrum of the AIDS community. 
Data on drugs should not be 
biased or restricted by one type or 
level of HIV care. 

On August 15,1,100 names will 
be randomly picked. These indi¬ 


viduals and their doctors will have 
until September 8 to complete and 
send in a Patient Qualification 
Form. Merck will then request 
that blood samples from this 
prospective pool of participants be 
sent off to a central lab. Of impor¬ 
tance to all applicants is the fact 
that a wait list will be created for 
all patients who fall outside the 
first 1,100 names picked. 
Therefore, if for any reason slots 
become available from amongst 
the first group, wait-listed patients 
will become eligible. 

By now you may have asked 
yourself, why are there 1,400 slots 
but only 1,100 names being 
picked through the lottery? The 
remaining 300 slots will be divid¬ 
ed evenly amongst research sites 
conducting a controlled study of 
people with less than 50 T4 cells. 
Patients who have made a good- 
faith effort to enter that study, but 
do not qualify or screen out, will 
be re-routed into the 300 remain¬ 
ing expanded access slots. 

Locally, that study is taking 
place at San Francisco General 
Hospital. “Our greatest priority is to 
enroll and complete our Phase HI 
trials, so that we can make Crixivan 
more available,” says Linda 
Disterlath, Merck’s Executive 
Director of Public Affairs. 

While no one seems confident 
as to guessing how many jelly 
beans are in the jar (i.e., how many 
people will apply for Crixivan) 
everyone expects that applicants 
will far outnumber slots. Some 
activists are asking that Merck take 
this opportunity to collect the most 
basic data on all patients applying 
for Crixivan. Activists have pro¬ 
posed that all applicants be asked 
(but not required) to consent to 
having a third party access the 
National Death Registry at some 
future time. This might help the 
community at large at some future 
point. Merely being able to look at 
differences in survival between 
those who did or did not receive 


drug would be an invaluable piece 
of information. Of course, many 
other factors could come into play 
in explaining survival differences; 
but a large enough group might 
allow for a wash-out of those vari¬ 
ables. Weighing information on 
survival against the risks or toxici¬ 
des of taking a new drug is proba¬ 
bly more important to people at 
later stages of disease than fluctua¬ 
tions in T-cells. 

There are a few other issues 
that People with AIDS might con¬ 
sider in applying for Crixivan. If 
you have less than 50 CD4s and 
entered the Hoffman La Roche lot¬ 
tery for the Saquinavir protease 
inhibitor, you can still apply for 
Crixivan. This may be a good 
strategy, since there is no guaran¬ 
tee that you’ll get a slot in either 
program. However, while neither 
program restricts use of other anti¬ 
retrovirals (such as 3TC), both 
programs will not allow patients to 
be on another protease inhibitor. 

Finally, it’s important to note 
that the Crixivan 800 number will 
have Spanish speaking operators. 
However, monolingual non- 
English speaking patients will 
either need to rely upon a provider 
or physician in order to apply. The 
Living Well Project is offering 
multilingual support to Asians and 
Pacific Islanders seeking addition¬ 
al information regarding the 
Crixivan Program; merely call

English only). Remember, anyone 
can call the Crixivan 1-800497- 
8383 for information regardless of 
whether one intends to apply or 
not. While this seems like an 
inconsequential fact, it’s important 
to recognize that activists have 
helped to create this line of direct 
communication between patients 
and industry. Today our doctors 
are busier than ever. As patients we 
need to be able to bring informa¬ 
tion and options to them. After all, 
that is how standard of care in HIV 
has continued to evolve. T

sive review of recent scientific evidence, which 
demonstrates that marijuana does not have “sufficient 
abuse potential to warrant Schedule I or II status 
under the Controlled Substances Act.” That law 
requires a scientific determination, confirming a drug 
has a high potential for abuse, to maintain the com¬ 
plete prohibition of any substances under Schedule I. 
No such finding has ever existed for marijuana, 
Gettman says. 

NORML says by law the DEA is required to for¬ 
ward such petitions to the Department of Health and 
Human Services for a binding medical and scientific 
evaluation. 

A human life, for less than a lid 

Meanwhile, arrests are not the only problem with 
persons using medical marijuana. The Beaver Dam, 
Wisconsin district attorney cleared detective Robert 
Neuman of criminal charges on Thursday, July 6 in con¬ 
nection with the fatal shooting of “suspected marijuana 
user” Scott Bryan in Bryan’s own home earlier this year. 

Neuman shot and killed Bryan, 29, on April 28 
when he and three other police officers barged into 


Bryan’s mobile home executing a “no knock/no 
announce” warrant. Bryant was unarmed and did not 
resist. His seven-year old son, Colton, was present 
during the shooting. A total of less than one ounce of 
marijuana was found. Officer Neuman was cleared to 
return to regular duty. 

NORML likens that case to the October 2, 1993 
fatal shooting of millionaire rancher Donald Scott on 
his Malibu property. Authorities said they were 
searching for 40 pounds of marijuana. No marijuana 
was ever found. 

Meanwhile, California Assemblyman John 
Vasconcellos (D-San Jose) is making progress with 
his medical marijuana bill, AB 1529, which has been 
endorsed by San Francisco District Attorney Arlo 
Smith; AIDS expert Dr. Marcus Conant, and others. It 
is essentially similar to the medical marijuana initia¬ 
tive being proposed by Californians for 
Compassionate Use for the ballot in November. 

Governor Pete Wilson, who has voiced his opposi¬ 
tion to marijuana reform, cannot veto an initiative of 
the people. 

However, there is still much work to be done; 
Dennis Peron of Californians for Compassionate Use 
says 500,(X)0 signatures must be collected within 150 
days, starting September 1, to qualify the initiative for 
the November ballot. That’s 4,000 each day. ▼

activists “have backed off.” 

Wild science 

For the transplant to work, 
Getty’s already HIV-ravaged im¬ 
mune system would be destroyed 
through x-rays, leaving him with¬ 
out any white blood cells and with 
no resistance to infections. 

“It’s a long shot. It’s wild science 
but it’s the kind of wild science that 
needs to be done,” Getty said. 

If the transplant is successful, 
according to AIDS physician Dr. 
Marcus Conant, Getty’s body will 
not reject the marrow; if his body 
accepts it, Getty would have an 
immune system with cells that 
would fight off HIV. 

“I think the era of xenotrans¬ 


plants is close at hand. We are clear¬ 
ly at the threshold,” he said. “Where 
the leap has occurred is with the 
urgency that AIDS puts on us.” 

Conant acknowledges “there are 
many issues and questions” to be 
answered about such transplants, but 
he says transplant science has 
advanced enough, through the 
research of scientists such as Dr. 
Suzanne Ilstadt of the University of 
Pittsburgh Medical Center, that such 
procedures should be undertaken. 

“Are we ahead of ourselves? 
We may be. But it’s not because 
it’s not good science,” Conant 
said. “And,” he added, “we don’t 
have three or four years.” 

Tile courage to fail 

“Yes, it might fail,” Conant 
said, “but sometimes we must 
have the courage to move ahead. 

“And the FDA should be con¬ 
gratulated in this case as well,” 


Conant said. “The advisory com¬ 
mittee listened to all points of 
view and said that it should go 
ahead in the name of science and 
in view of the situation.” 

“Getty’s personal contribution 
to the field is tremendous,” 
Project Inform’s Delaney told the 
Bay Area Reporter. 

Even if the results of the first 
baboon marrow transplant were 
unsuccessful, what would be 
learned from the effort will be 
invaluable to the field of xeno- 
geneics and the treatment of 
AIDS, he said. 

“We have to applaud this kind of 
choice,” Delaney said. “It’s heroic.” 

The transplant had been 
approved by several University of 
California peer review and human 
subject committees before the 
FDA stepped in last year and said 
it had authority over approval of 
the procedure.^

Not Too Thin

S usan Smith, the woman 
who drowned her two 
young sons and 
attempted to blame it on 
a nonexistent black carjacker, is 
reportedly going to be kept off 
the witness stand for fear she 
will break down and plead for 
the death penalty. It looks like 
just more of her histrionic tactics 
to me, a ploy to generate sympa¬ 
thy like that fictional “carjack¬ 
er.” If she really wants to kill 
herself, what’s stopping her? It 
sounds like a reasonable solution 
to the situation she’s placed her¬ 
self in. 

Ditto for O.J. Simpson. During 
that famous, much-televised car 
chase, O.J. held the cops at bay by 
threatening to kill himself. I doubt 
the sincerity of that threat - if he 
was going to kill himself, why did 
he take $10,000 with him, to bribe 
his way into heaven? Most likely 
he was trying to get to Mexico, 
got caught, and used the suicide 
threat to keep from being pulled 
over. 

In fact, suicide would have 
been an honorable option, a way 
out that would have left his for¬ 
tune intact for his children. 
Instead, it will all go to the 
lawyers. 

In ancient Rome, suicide was 
an accepted custom. A man con¬ 
victed unfairly by one of Rome’s 
many insane emperors would 
commit suicide so that his heirs 
could inherit (which they could¬ 
n’t if he waited around to be exe¬ 
cuted). The act was not undertak¬ 
en lightly, but it was understood 
to be an option, one that could 
spare pain and save honor. Our 
current legal system makes no 
allowance for suicide, and thus 
incurs much pain and sacrifices 
much honor. 

Having AIDS has made me 
much less sympathetic to those 
who oppose suicide. Life is a seri¬ 
ous game, and it’s best that all the 
players be voluntary. If someone 
wants to jump off of a bridge, I 
say let ’em. Who knows their life 
better than they? Who are we to 
judge and say that they’re not 
allowed to check out? In many 
cases - terminal, painful disease, 
or drastic loss of honor (e.g.. 
Smith and Simpson) - it’s the best 
solution. 

In my case, I would scarcely 
have to “commit” suicide if I 
wanted to check out. To stay alive 
is, for me, hard work. Every day I 
take dozens of pills, go through a 
number of minor procedures, and 
force calories down my gullet 
even when I’m not hungry. If I 
decide not to live anymore, I don’t 
have to take any pills; I only need 
to stop taking my pills. This is 
what the writer Paul Monette did 
when he was diagnosed with 
CMV retinitis and decided he did¬ 
n’t want to live if he couldn’t read. 

It only took two weeks from when 
he withdrew from treatment to 
death. 


First month free 

It might take me more than two 
weeks, because I’m no longer too 
thin. I’ve gained 20 pounds in 
about a month, and I’m afraid I 
must give most of the credit to 
Advera. This increase brings me 
close to my premorbid weight of 
135, but, alas, it’s not distributed 
as well as my previous pounds 
were, tending instead to cluster in 
a potbelly. 

However, I ain’t complaining; 
just a few short weeks ago, I was 
112 pounds and couldn’t keep my 
pants up. If I’d decided to with¬ 
draw from treatment at that point, 
I probably wouldn’t have lasted 
more than a couple of days. 

The reason I’m afraid to give 
credit to Advera is because it is 


produced by the most evil of the 
pharmaceutical corporations, 
Abbott, and because it is being 
sold at the horribly inflated price 
of $3 for an 8-oz. can. Abbott sells 
Ensure, another food supplement 
with a very similar list of ingredi¬ 
ents, for half that. Does it really 
cost them twice as much to pro¬ 
duce Advera, or are they gouging 
a specialty market? 

The “Advera guy,” the hunky 
model whose picture appears in 
their ads, wrote the B.A.R. a cou¬ 
ple of weeks ago to boost the 
product. He acknowledged that 
the price is steep but naively sug¬ 
gests that we “work together with 
Ross labs [i.e. Abbott] and others 
to make it more accessible to those 
who need it.” Hey, Advera guy, 
we’ve tried working with Abbott, 
and they won’t give activists the 
time of day. If it wants to make 
their product more accessible to 
the those who need it, the simplest 
thing would be for them to reduce 
their ungodly profit margin and 
lower the price. 

Even by the standards of phar¬ 
maceutical companies, which 
allow a lot of leeway for price 
gouging and general creepiness, 
Abbott takes the prize. Activists 
are debating whether the company 
is so bad it warrants a boycott, 
even of (potentially) life-prolong¬ 
ing treatments. 


Everything I can get 

Of course. I’m not sure that 
Advera caused my dramatic 
weight gain, but it seems the like¬ 
liest source. It’s true I started a 
new antiviral combo a few days 
before I started Advera - AZT plus 
3TC, clearly the current nuke 
combo of choice by PWAs with 
discriminating and jaded pallets - 
but I wouldn’t expect it to have 
any effect until it had been in my 
system for a couple of weeks. I 
suppose it’s possible that Advera 
added the first ten pounds and the 
AZT/3TC added the second ten 
pounds. 

There’s no way to know. I call 
this the “N of 1” problem. You 
could consider me a complicated 
science experiment with a popu¬ 
lation (“N”) of one. If the experi¬ 
ment were being done really rig¬ 
orously, I wouldn’t be starting 
different treatments at the same 
time; I’d start Advera one month 
and wait at least several weeks 
before adding the antivirals. But I 
feel just too close to the edge to 
play such games. I’ll take every¬ 
thing I can get - now - and if it 
saves my life, I consider the 
experiment a success ... sloppy, 
but a success. 

It’s also possible that neither 
Advera nor the antivirals are 
responsible for my rebound, that 
I’d recovered to the point where I 
would have started gaining weight 
regardless. This is why there are 
few N of 1 drug studies. If 30 
PWAs all gained weight on 
Advera, while 30 PWAs not get¬ 
ting the supplement stayed the 
same, that would be pretty con¬ 
vincing. But a single case proves 
very little. 

Since you never know exactly 
what’s keeping you going, it’s dif¬ 
ficult to decide which treatments 
to keep and which to stop. If a 
drug is cheap and has no unpleas¬ 
ant side effects, you might take it 
even in the absence of compelling 
evidence. But if you keep adding 
new treatments and never cease 
any old ones, your pill dish gets 
rather crowded. I recently stopped 
taking NAC (an antioxidant being 
researched at Stanford) because 
the price went up and because I 
was running out of room in my 
personal pharmacy. 

But I’ll keep packing down 
those Adveras, three cans a day 
(four if I can manage it), as long as 
someone else pays for it. T

Anybody up for some 
Clean Water Acrtion?

‘Cryptosporidium poses a very real threat to the health and well-being of 
the people of San Francisco which cannot be ignored,' according to Brian 
Jones of the California Office of the organization 'Clean Water Action.' 

At a recent public hearing on the issue, Jones made available CWA's 
report, Cryptosporidium: Assessment and Recommendations. 

A Summary off Clean Water Action recommendations: 

• Notice should immediately be given to the public of any significant 
increase in crypto levels detected in water supply. 

• The city should regularly inform the public and concerned organiza¬ 
tions of the measures being adopted to keep the city's water free of crypto 
and other contaminants. Technical information should be made available to 
concerned groups and individuals. 

• The water supply to San Francisco should be regularly and thorough¬ 
ly tested for crypto. 

• Effective steps should be taken to protect the city's water supply from 
infection at its source. This calls for effective management and protection 
of the watershed areas. One possible step could include banning or very 
strictly regulating grazing or entry of cattle into watershed area. 

• Filtration systems should be used for water that is currently not fil¬ 
tered. 

• Standards and levels prescribed by the Clean Water Acts and the Safe 
Drinking Water Act should be strictly observed, and any attempts to weak¬ 
en them should be resisted. In particular, the turbidity level should be kept 
as low as possible, as high turbidity can mask microbes such as crypto and 
hinder their detection. ▼

1992. Schindler had told a Navy lawyer he was gay, and the Navy was 
pursuing his discharge, before he was found in a pool of blood in a pub¬ 
lic restroom next to his home port of Sasebo, Japan. 

Helvey, a shipmate of Schindler’s, was convicted of the murder in 
1993 and sentenced to life in prison, after plea-bargaining out of a pre¬ 
meditated murder charge. A second shipmate who also took part in the 
fatal beating, Charles Vins, pleaded guilty to three minor offenses and 
served 98 days in jail. Vins, who delivered some non-fatal blows in the 
attack on Schindler, also plea-bargained with the government - taking 
the lighter sentence in exchange for talking with Navy investigators 
about Helvey. 

11 day delay 

On July 11, Dorothy Hadjys, Schindler’s mother, received notification 
from the prison that Helvey was going before the parole board the fol¬ 
lowing day. The notice, signed by the prison’s victini/witness liaison, was 
dated June 26 and postmarked July 7. 

Hadjys called Darby, president of the Chicago chapter of Gay, 
Lesbian, and Bisexual Veterans of America. Darby initiated a protest of 
Helvey’s possible parole and the delayed notification sent to Hadjys. 

Darby called the notice “just another example” of the government’s 
disregard for Hadjys: last year she received a call from a Pentagon offi¬ 
cial who, confusing “Hadjys” with “Helvey,” thought she was talking 
with Helvey’s mother. Hadjys told the official, “I think you have the 
wrong number. I’m Allen Schindler’s mother. I’m Mrs. Hadjys, not Mrs. 
Helvey. I’m not the mother of the sailor who committed murder. I’m the 
mother of the sailor who was murdered.” 

The Fort Leavenworth parole board that reviewed Helvey’s prison 
record for the past year did not find any extenuating circumstances to 
qualify an early release. Helvey, a former Airman Apprentice stripped of 
his military rank when sentenced, remains in prison and will likely 
remain there until at least 2002. 

Darby said the faxes objecting to clemency for Helvey and protesting 


the delayed notification of Hadjys overwhelmed prison officials. He said 
Schindler’s mother “received calls from the Navy and Fort Leavenworth, 
Kansas telling her that there was an absolute stampede of faxes coming 
through on their machine. The paper was all over the floor.” 

Darby said Hadjys learned from a source at the prison that the late 
notification might have been the result of “someone in the mailroom who 
realized who the letter was going to and decided to purposely delay it.” 

Prison officials were “apologetic but not very sincere” with Hadjys, 
Darby said. He suggested sending similar protests each July when Helvey 
comes up for review. 


‘And now he’s sorry’ 

Residents and friends of Helvey’s family in his hometown of 
Fredricktown, Missouri promised to counter future protests against his 
release. 

“He has apologized for what happened,” said Jim Foster, of 
Fredricktown. “He’s not a bad person. It was just a bad thing that hap¬ 
pened. And now he’s sorry.” 

Helvey apologized at his trial for killing Schindler, and said he did not 
attack his shipmate because he was gay. But prior to the trial, in a four- 
page statement to Navy investigators, he said, “Homosexuality is disgust¬ 
ing, sick, and scary, and I hate homosexuals.... I regret this incident hap¬ 
pened and I feel like it could have been averted - had homosexuals not 
been allowed in the military.” 

And in an interview after his sentencing, Helvey said he felt like he 
was going to die because there were rumors that he and Schindler were 
lovers. 

‘To tell you the truth, that was the straw that crushed me, and when I 
get tom apart it’s not like a normal person,” Helvey told a Chicago 
Tribune reporter in September 1994. “You’re not talking about a bomb 
ready to explode, you’re talking about an explosion happening.” 

Helvey, in the Tribune interview, also blamed the Navy for creating 
his hatred of gays. “That’s what was bred into you as soon as you got 
to boot camp,” Helvey said. “It was banged into your head, ‘The Navy 
and gays are not compatible.’ It’s like a big joke: ‘Throw ’em off the 
ship.’” T

T wo biographies of photographer Robert 
Mapplethorpe have appeared in the six years 
since his death at the age of 42. The number is 
unremarkable for an artist whose work peiiiaps 
single-handedly reignited censorship mania in America 
- his exhibit The Perfect Moment opened at the 
Institute of Contemporary Art in Philadelphia in late 
1988; six months later, the Corcoran Gallery in 
Washington, D.C. abruptly canceled the show and, a 
year later. The Perfect Moment prompted law-enforce¬ 
ment officials in Cincinnati to prosecute the director of 
its Contemporary Arts Center for obscenity. Both 
biographies, however, are profoundly revealing, as diey 
speak, ironically, more loudly of our revisionist and 
schizophrenic times than they do of their apparent sub¬ 
ject. 

First out of the gate was Jack Fritscher’s 1994 
Mapplethorpe, Assault with a Deadly Camera: A Pop 
Culture Memoir, An Outlaw Reminiscence, which the 
author should be embarrassed to have written; and now

Medea, The Musical and Being Alive 

Fooling Around

t present, there’s some¬ 
thing of a musical the¬ 
ater revolution going on 
San Francisco. 
Nothing earth shattering, but 
with the arrival of Medea, The 
Musical, the latest camp fest 
from The Joy of Gay Sex 
writer/director John Fisher and 
company, and Being Alive, 
Philip Horvitz’s amalgamation 


of Stephen Sondheim’s 
Company and Eugene O’Neill’s 
Mourning Becomes Electra, 
there’s a definite trend emerging 
that eschews musical theater tra¬ 
ditions and gives the genre its 
own youthful spin. 

What defines this little burst 
of musical color is the zesty 
energy the creators bring to their 
material. In Fisher’s case, the 
result is a rollicking spin on the 
Greeks and modern sexual

mores. In Horvitz’s case, the 
result is an incoherent mish¬ 
mash that takes musical theater 
too far afield. 

Fisher, a graduate student at 
U.C. Berkeley, started out pro¬ 
ducing mini-musical spectacles 
for a very straight, but very 
agreeable Berkeley crowd. 
When his first San Francisco 
show. The Joy of Gay Sex, hit it 
big, he trotted out another of his 
Berkeley hits. The History of 
Homosexuality, but to less spec¬ 
tacular effect. Fisher has raided 
his trunk once again and 
brought out Medea, The 
Musical, a show within a show 
about a group of temperamental 
young actors putting on a campy 
musical version of the Euripides 
classic and imbuing it with a 
decidedly gay slant. The distin¬ 
guished Lorraine Hansberry 
Theatre has never been host to 
anything quite like it. 

Most of the delightful John 
Fisher players who have 
appeared in the writer/director’s 
previous works also appear in 
Medea, and though this show 
does not have the focused 
romantic charm of The Joy of 
Gay Sex, it is engagingly antic 
and entertaining in its own right. 
As Jason (a hilariously fey Paul 
Tena) and his Argonauts open 
the show with “Colchis, 
Colchis’’ sung to the tune of 
“New York, New York,’’ things 
seem wobbly, but the minute the 
theater’s work lights come up, 
the actors drop their characters

and become “actors in 
rehearsal,’’ and the show kicks 
into gear. The show’s Medea, 
Elsa Wolthausen, throws a 
tantrum because she feels she 
can’t fall in love with a gay 
Jason. Director Fisher, playing 
himself and sporting an ever-so- 
artistic goatee and mustache, 
barks at his company and pro¬ 
vides some of the evening’s fun¬ 
niest moments. 

As rehearsals progress, 
Wolthausen works her hetero¬ 
sexual magic on the gay Tena 
and somehow the two actors fall 
in love and start playing their 
roles, if you’ll pardon the pun, 
straight. Suddenly Medea is no 
longer just about incest 
(although there’s a little of that 
going on backstage, too) and 
murder. It’s also about the whole 
notion of sexuality, about “too 
clever faggots’’ and “heterosex¬ 
ist feminists’’ all set to familiar 
tunes ranging from “I Know I’ll 


Hatchet Job 

E verybody knows Lizzie Borden took an ax and gave her 
step-mom 40 whacks and when the job was neatly done, 
gave her father 4L Elizabeth “Bewitched” Montgontery 
brought the maniacal hatchet-wielder to life in a 1979 TV 
movie. And Agues de Mille’s Fall River Legend had given the 
acquitted patricide a stark, languid grace a generation before. 

But what about the Lizzie c^r the mutter, the trial and the 
acquitai? Thirty-two when the deed was done, she lived for 
another 35 years. What did Menendez-forerunners Lizzie and 
her sister Emma do with all that Borden dough their penny- 
pinching Pa had refused to part with while alive? 

Well, Lizzie was a lezzie, so, after buying herself a mansion, 
she started throwing money at Nance O’Neil, a tragedienne from 
Oakland with a troupe of starving actors to feed. Terry 
Maloney’s play Uziie, or Better an Outlaw takes place 13 years 
after the murders, when our anti-heroine decides to write a play 
about die murders as both an exercise in self-healing and a way 
to cash in on her undying notoriety. 

The opportunities for topical comment abound, but Maloney 
fails to focus his potentially killer material. Homicidal lesbians 
in search of a role model and Lizzie-lovers of all ages will want 
to check it out, anyway. Lizzie Borden almost makes you proud 
to be an American. ▼ ^Erin Blackwell

Confusing 
performance art 

From the zany to the incoher¬ 
ent; what Philip Horvitz is doing 
with Stephen Sondheim’s 1970 
musical Company at the Exit 
Theater is not quite clear. 

In Being Alive, Horvitz has 
taken Sondheim’s musical and all 
its numbers, added dialogue from 
Eugene O’Neill’s Mourning 
Becomes Electra and spiced it up 
with dialogue from movies like 
The Graduate, Rosemary's Baby 
and The Boys in the Band. The 
cast of six alternately sings the 
songs, speaks the dialogue, 
attempts to dance and interpret 
songs from the Company cast 
album. What? Actors acting out 
pre-recorded theater songs with¬ 
out moving their lips in front of a 
paying audience? 

Bring your secret decoder 
ring because that’s the only way 
you’ll be able to figure out what 
the hell is going on. If the con¬ 
cept of the show - Sondheim, 
cult films - sounds like campy 
fun, it’s not. Horvitz and his cast 
take it all so seriously that it’s 
not hard to feel left out of the 
joke. Ninety minutes of watch¬ 
ing unrelated scenes from a Civil 
War play, films of the late ’60s 
and early ’70s, and listening to a 
cast album does not constitute a 
“new musical” as much as it 
does cheesy performance art. 

But never fear; you, too, can 
create the magic of Being Alive 
in your own home without hav¬ 
ing to buy a ticket or stroll to a 
Tenderloin theater. Simply put 
your Company cast album on 
the stereo, turn on your TV, and 
sit in your favorite chair. With 
the album and the TV blaring 
full blast, channel surf to your 
heart’s content while listening to 
the genius of Sondheim. And 
because you’re at home and not 
in a theater, you can turn it all 
off as soon as you’re sick of it. 
Count your blessings and stay in 
your favorite chair. ▼

Art for 
Teachers of Children, takes its 
more imm^iate inspiration from 
educational or social guidance 
films.

script (by Charles Wood) about 
a collection of unlikable human 
beings who do uninteresting 
things - both in and out of the 
theater. 

Press releases describe An 
Awfully Big Adventure as “dark¬ 
ly humorous.” A backstage 
comedy/drama set in Liverpool, 
circa 1947, its cast of characters 
include Georgina Cates as the 
gamine ingenue; Hugh Grant as 
the neurotic queer director of a 
repertory company; and Alan 
Rickman as an aging Lothario 
and leading man. All this antici¬ 
pates a filmic hybrid, equal parts 
Woody Allen and 
Merchant/Ivory - think: Bullets 
Over Howard’s End. 

Unfortunately, this possibili¬ 
ty never materializes. 

Director Newell chooses to 
cut his film into a series of 
Spielbergian quick takes. Under 
the best of circumstances, this 
technique can improve upon a 
sluggish narrative. Here it 
serves no useful purpose. 
Against Newell’s dark cinemat¬ 
ic palate, which mirrors the 
brooding angst of Northern 
England, the orphaned teenage 
Stella (Cates) leaves her aunt 
and uncle’s home for a life in 
the theater. Hired as a “gopher,” 
Stella burns with unrequited 
love for Meredith (Grant), the 
gay company director. Meredith 
barely notices she’s alive 
because he’s too busy sleeping 
around with male cast members 
and tormenting his lover. 
Bunny, the stage manager. Enter 
P.L. O’Hara (Rickman) to rob 
Stella of her virginity and upset 


the fragile balance of power 
within the company. 

Rickman to the rescue 

Among this triumvirate of 
talky leads, only Rickman’s 
O’Hara comes alive. One of the 
most talented actors in film 
today, Rickman (like Sean 
Connery) always manages to 
rise above his material. His 
O’Hara is mean, egotistical, and 
inconsiderate, but the charac¬ 
ter’s sexual magnetism and gen¬ 
erally charismatic demeanor are 
not diminished by these charac¬ 
ter flaws. 

Hugh Grant’s Meredith 
exhibits the same difficult qual¬ 
ities, but his performance sinks 
under their weight. Grant is so 
lackluster here that this film, 
when combined with another in 
current release {Nine Months), 
may prove to be a career killer. 
Georgina Cates’ Stella is sweet. 


but she bores the audience as 
much as she bores Meredith and 
O’Hara. 

Cates has one wonderful 
moment near the end of the film 
when the audience discovers that 
the long talks she’s been having 
on the telephone are imaginary 
conversations. Pretending to 
converse with the mother she 
never knew, Stella has intimate 
one-sided telephone chats with 
the automated voice that pro¬ 
vides the time of day. One good 
moment, however, does not a 
performance make. 

An Awfully Big Adventure has 
a surprise ending, but anyone 
who saw Neil Jordan’s The 
Miracle will figure out rather 
quickly what that surprise is. 
There is one bittersweet reward 
in this film for the serious film- 
goer. Rita Tushingham makes a 
rare appearance as Stella’s Aunt 
Tilly. Tushingham made quite a 


splash as an ingenue in the ’60s 
with roles in A Taste of Honey 
(1962) and Doctor Zhivago 
(1965). She can still act, but 
where Tushingham was once 
waif-like in appearance, she 
now bears an unfortunate 
resemblance to a peregrine fal¬ 
con. For some, her presence 
here may be viewed as yet 
another reason for despair. 


Maybe this year in film will 
get better, but as far as An 
Awfully Big Adventure is con¬ 
cerned, the answer is, “No, not 
even in video.” ▼

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hundred or more people there. I 
was really a curiosity. Maybe it 
was internalized homophobia on 
my part, but I was just amazed, 
it seemed like a little “het” club. 
And [nature] is always claimed 
as some sort of justification for 
heterosexuality, that it’s “natur¬ 
al” - you know, “Adam and 
Eve, not Adam and Steve,” or 
Eve and Eve... 

Yes, heterosexuality is seen 
as the divine scheme, as "God’s 
design. ” Do you want to 
explode that? 

Yes, I do. 

Who are some other nature 
writers you admire? 

Loren Eiseley was the first 
nature writer I went berserk 
over. And Annie Dillard, of 
course. Teaching A Stone To 
Talk was the first book that I 
thought, “This is what I want to 
be doing.” I like most of them - 
well, except Terry Tempest 
Williams. There is somebody 
who is really on that heterosex¬ 
ual New Age superiority trip. 
I’m sure it’s a kind of uncon¬ 
scious entitlement, but I find it 
really irritating. 

It seems to link up with some 
essentialist notion of ‘female¬ 
ness. ” / take it your feminism is 
not of the essentialist variety? 

Well, during my separatist 
days it was. But now, I feel that 
life is 85 percent chaos, and the 
other 15 percent is our futile 
attempts to try to control it. God 
knows I do! 

Do you consider yourself as 
having a “core identity”? Do 
you feel that your writing is 
somehow intrinsically “les¬ 
bian, “for instance?

I think it’s “queer” in the 
sense that I’ve always felt 
myself to be an outsider. Like a 
lot of queer children, I thought 
that aliens came and put me on 
the planet and were observing 
me to see how well I dealt with 
it.

my poems started to get longer 
and more chatty, and to incorpo¬ 
rate more information. I enjoy 
reading nonfiction and natural 
history, so I wanted to put that in 
there. To me, my essays are still 
constructed like poems, but they 
just have a lot more stuff in 
them. 

Your work doesn’t seem to fit 
neatly into any one category or 
genre. How would you charac¬ 
terize your writing? 

I consider myself a nature 
writer. Calling myself that gives 
me an opportunity to talk about 
how the body is like a wilder¬ 
ness and similar kinds of 
inquiry. But when I’ve said that 
I’m a nature writer, in an inter¬ 
view in the Pacific Northwest, 
for instance, people look at me 
and say, “A nature writer in 
LA. ? Ha ha ha” - that kind of 
response. And then I’ll talk 
about how nature is everywhere. 
I grew up in the Bay Area and I 
was just a little nature girl, and 
still am. So [natural history and 
thinking about the natural 
world] has always really inter¬ 
ested me. There aren’t very 
many “out” nature writers - 
there’s Walt Whitman... 
[laughs] 

And he’s “out” only after the 
fact. 

Yes. And actually, I can’t 
think of one [other openly gay 
nature writer]. It’s kind of 
weird, although I know that gay 
and lesbian people are often 
drawn to urban centers. A few 
years ago I went to a nature 
writing conference, and I was 
one of two gay people out of a 


daily. 


What are you working on 
now, besides seducing the ani¬ 
mals in your neighborhood? 


I’ve got a bunch of essays 
left over, and they’re in various 
states of development, but I 
don’t really know [what I’m 
going to do next]. I’ve been 
advised that my next book 
should be “about something.” 
People say, “What’s it about?” 
and I have to say, “Well... it’s 
kind of hard to describe, really,” 
which sounds sort of preten¬ 
tious, like I’m being purposeful¬ 
ly evasive. 


I wanted to ask you about 
your class background - you 
come from wealth and have a 
certain amount of privilege. 
How has that factored in your 
writing? 


I really identify more with 
being a writer. The process of 
writing leads one into a realm of 
chaos and complexity, that poli¬ 
tics just doesn’t work in. 
Absolutes just fall by the way- 
side. 

How did your writing style 
evolve? 

My writing probably feels to 
the reader like there are a lot of 
leaps, like a stone skipping on 
the surface of water, but it is 
very controlled. I think of [a 
piece] as having one or two cen¬ 
tral images and the information 
is orbiting around those images. 
I try to thread everything togeth¬ 
er. The process almost feels 
sculptural to me. I’ll keep 
adding and adding and adding, 
and then I’ll have a clump, and 
then I’ll add that clump to a 
larger clump, and eventually the 
whole thing will start taking on 
a shape. 

Your work also has an almost 
meditative, philosophical quali¬ 
ty. Do you feel that there’s a 
spiritual component to your 
work? 

Yes, I do, [although] I feel a 
little shy when the word “spiri¬ 
tual” comes up. There’s a whole 
philosophical inquiry through¬ 
out [Wild Ride] and that’s some¬ 
thing that I love about the book. 
I’m happy about the lesbian 
stuff, the nature stuff, it works 
as a kind of memoir; but the dis¬ 
closure of a kind of philosophi¬ 
cal orientation, I like that espe- 


It has given me time and 
space to write. I’m in awe of 
people who are able to have 
writing lives and who have jobs 
in the real world, that just seems 
like a miracle. I have a lot of 
respect for being able to do that. 
One of the weirdest things about 
writing the book is that I had to 
talk about class background or 
else a lot of things just wouldn’t 
make sense. And I really wanted 
to keep it a secret, because that’s 
a neurotic thing that I got from 
my class background - you 
know, afraid that people will 
dismiss me or not t^e me seri¬ 
ously as a writer - so I’ve kept a 
low profile about that in my life 
in general. So it was really kind 
of scary. Just my experience 
early on as a feminist was that 
[having] any kind of privilege 
was not good. And also it’s a 
difficult thing with friends to 
negotiate discrepancies, and 
there’s always an element of 
envy that I have to deal with, 
and they have to deal with the 
probably infuriating thing of 
having me act guilty. It’s all one 
big neurotic stew. 

I feel that it has impacted my 
writing process in a negative 
way. It’s been really difficult to 
own my talents, to go for it. I 
feel like I’ve had to hide things 
under a bushel most of my life. 

/ think there’s a tendency to 
just shrug off the difficulties of 
people who are affluent or have 
privilege, an attitude of, “Well, / 
should have such problems. ” Yet 
it’s evident from the material 
about your family life in the 
book that there were real ten¬ 
sions there. Was writing a way 
out, or a way in to your own life, 
to something that is yours? 

It’s more about a way of 
engaging with the world. When 
I was writing poetry I didn’t 
have that so much. A friend sug¬ 
gested that I write essays, 
because then I’d have to do 
research. He said, “You’re a 
curious person, and this would 
enable your curiosity to take 
you places,” to engage. That’s 
definitely something that writ¬ 
ing this book gave me. T

comes Patricia Morrisroe’s 
Mapplethorpe: A Biography, 
which the author should be 
embarrassed to have us read. 
Not since Dotson Rader’s 1985 
life of playwright Tennessee 
Williams, Tennessee: Cry of the 
Heart, has a biographer made it 
so clear that she found her sub¬ 
ject pitiable. 

And perhaps never in 
American publishing have book 
reviewers and journalists made 
so obvious their delight at being 
able to express disdain for the 
sex lives of gay men; for photo¬ 
graphic art; and for the celebri¬ 
ties, sycophants, and sugar dad¬ 
dies who make up the beau 
monde without whom both 
Vanity Fair and the National 
Enquirer would be equally like¬ 
ly to find themselves with very 
little to put into print. 

Judging from the major 
considerations of Morrisroe’s 
book that have appeared recent¬ 
ly in the New Yorker, the New 
York Times Book Review, and 
the Wall Street Journal, among 
others, you’d think Morrisroe 
had written the ultimate expose 
of Art World Babylon. In fact, 
the accomplishments of 
Mapplethorpe: A Biography are 
more modest - but the commen¬ 
tary on Morrisroe’s book is as 
American as apple pie and as 
contemporary as welf^are cuts. 

Sexual emporium 

So, let’s get right to the pruri¬ 
ent details: Everything you’ve 
heard (or, possibly, imagined) 
about Robert Mapplethorpe’s 
sex life is true. He was what 


would probably be called today 
a “sex addict’’ and he engaged in 
sexual practices designed to out¬ 
rage as much as possible the 
voices of an uptight Catholic 
upbringing that rang in his head. 
(An antique meaning of 
“debauch,” significantly, is “to 
forsake allegiance.”) 

With an arrogance reminis¬ 
cent of Caravaggio, who chose 
street urchins and pickpockets 
as models for paintings meant to 
decorate the Vatican, 
Mapplethorpe transformed his 
quondam tricks into photo¬ 
graphic subjects (at least the 
ones who stayed the night) 
before showing them the way 
into the cold light of a Chelsea 
morning. Later, portraits of men 
whom Mapplethorpe had 
besmirched with his own shit 
would hang in the nation’s finest 
galleries and museums. 

Mapplethorpe’s photographs 
of sadomasochist sex, moreover 

- including the infamous “X,” 
“Y” and “Z” portfolios - were 
not the work of a photojournal¬ 
ist on some assignment in the 
sexual “netherworld” (a word 
Morrisroe overuses). Rather, 
Mapplethorpe was documenting 
his own sexual interests (fisting 
and hung black men, to name 
only two). Whether he did so to 
be shocking or because he was 
courageous is not the point. 
Only those who believe that an 
artist’s work is mute unless 
accompanied by a psychological 
profile would take interest in 
such a debate. 

But that is, evidently, just 
what Patricia Morrisroe believes 

- along with many of those who 
have reviewed Robert 
Mapplethorpe’s life in the guise 
of reviewing Morrisroe’s book.

Pas De Deneuve 

U navailable in the U.S. 
since the late ’70s, Luis 
Bunuel’s 1967 spectacle of 
masochism. Belle de jour, 
starring Catherine Deneuve 
(left), is back in circulation, 
thanks to Martin Scorsese and 
Miramax Films. 

In Belle de Jour, Deneuve 
plays beautiful but bored 
Severine, wife of Pierre (Jean 
Sorel), a handsome Parisian 
surgeon. Together they make 
the perfect couple - glamorous, 
young, upwardly mobile. Yet all 
is not right: Pierre bums with 
passion for his wife, but 
Severine is on ice, her deep freeze held in check by intricate 
fantasies of her own sexual degradation - she sees herself 
being dragged through the dirt, pelted with mud, whipped, 
raped. When Severine learns of a brothel in Paris frequented by 
a friend, she becomes a regular working girl and learns how to 
turn fantasy into reality. At first liberating, this new life soon 
yields unexpected consequences for her, Pierre, and a ghastly 
street thug (Pierre Clementi) who comes between them. 

Unsentimental, often wickedly funny, and characteristically 
impolitique. Belle de jour is vintage Bunuel. The director’s 
great achievement in this tale of erotic obsession is that he’s 
made fantasy and reality virtually indistinguishable, leaving 
the viewer to wonder if the conscious life ostensibly portrayed 
in the film’s linear narrative is real or merely a figment of 
Severine’s expanding fantasy world. All in a day’s work for 
cinema’s greatest surrealist. 

Though not on a par with Bunuel’s greatest works - Eh 
Viridiana, The Exterminating Angel, The Discreet Charm of 
the Bourgeoisie - Belle de jour is nonetheless a masterpiece in 
its own right. Not a single shot is out of place, the cutting 
establishes an appropriately hypnotic rhythm, and the color 
photography of Sacha Viemy (this was Bunuel’s first color 
film) holds allure in every scene without calling attention to 
itself. As Severine, Catherine Deneuve is extraordinary. She 
moves through the film as if in a trance, one foot in this world, 
the other in limbo. T —Chris Culwell

In fact, one of the most irritating 
aspects of Mapplethorpe: A 
Biography is Morrisroe’s 
unstinting effort to explain 
Mapplethorpe almost entirely in 
the context of his sexual psy¬ 
chology and, in the process, to 
create intellectual distance 
between herself and her subject. 

Having determined that 
Mapplethorpe was, so to speak, 
a sexual artist, Morrisroe 
explores his childhood, adoles¬ 
cence, and adult life in a manner 
that is frustratingly predeter¬ 
mined: If Mapplethorpe’s great¬ 
est accomplishment was to 
become our most infamous per¬ 
vert photographer, Morrisroe 
suggests that nothing is more 
appropriate than to think of him 


as the accumulation of sexually- 
tinged childhood peccadilloes, 
fascinations with the Occult, 
and an ineptitude at sports that 
identified him as a budding 
sissy. (We learn, among other 
things, about the first timS* 
Mapplethorpe masturbated, a 
detail whose inclusion is a kind 
of establishing shot for the 
book’s overarching theme.) 

When it comes to 
Mapplethorpe’s adult gay life, 
Morrisroe proceeds like 
Margaret Mead on a junket to 
the inscrutable tribe of the urban 
homosexual, supplementing her 
innocent ignorance with quota¬ 
tions from experts. We hear 
from Brian Pronger on gay mas¬ 
culinity, Vito Russo on media 


images of gays, Frank Rich on 
the “homosexualization of 
America,” John Peterson on 
“black men and their same-sex 
desires,” and Randy Shilts on 
the frequency of gastroenteric 
disorders among gay men who 
engage in anal intercourse. 
Morrisroe has certainly done her 
library work. Yet a nagging 
question remains: How is it pos¬ 
sible for one so natively unfa¬ 
miliar with Mapplethorpe’s 
milieu to determine that it 
shaped his life? 

What is clear is that 
Morrisroe did not understand 
Mapplethorpe’s times - neither 
the art that was being made in 
the period nor the lives of many 
gay men in those years. 
Mapplethorpe emerges as the 
anti-poster boy for the “fast- 
lane” New York city gay life of 
the ’70s that we’ve all heard so 
much about, and Morrisroe’s 
book invites the reader to judge 
some (or all) of Mapplethorpe’s 
behavior as “excessive.” (So 
much so, in fact, that novelist 
Michael Cunningham’s review, 
published in the June ’95 Elle, 
was omitted from America 
Online’s electronic version of 
that magazine - even writing 
about writing about 
Mapplethorpe is sometimes too 
much.) 

Not a nice guy 

It may be true, as Morrisroe 
and her informants point out 
over and over, that 
Mapplethorpe was not a nice 
man, that he “used” people, was 
selfish and manipulative, insist¬ 
ed on being in control, and that 
he was obsessed with fame and 
adulation. That Mapplethorpe

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A Lifetime of Cinema 

Chronicle of the Cinema edited 
by Robyn Karney; Dorling 
Kindersley Publishing, $59.95

T his mammoth survey of the 
cinema is a coffee-table 
book with brains. The 
Chronicle series presents 
history in an “as-it-unfolded” 
newspaper-like format. Brief 
entries about each year’s top hits 
and trends are supplemented by 
longer essays about the studio 
system, the introduction of 
sound, and other major topics. Copious photos 
and crisply reproduced color movie posters illustrate the text. 

Given the book’s target audience and America’s dominance 
in film, it is not surprising that Hollywood’s stars and output 
are the book’s focus, but the high points of world cinema are 
recognized as well. Neither is the offbeat ignored: Two pages 
of the section on the year 1975 include a boxed photo and cap¬ 
tion about John Waters’ Female Trouble alongside coverage of 
Ingmar Bergman’s The Magic Flute^ Francis Ford Coppola’s 
domination of the Oscars for 1974 films, Hal Ashby’s 
Shampoo, Algerian director Mohammed Lakhdar-Hamina’s 
Chronicle of the Burning Years, Michelangelo Antonioni’s The 
Passenger, Woody Allen’s Love and Death, and the birth of the 
French ‘’C€sar” awards. Not a bad cross-section of that year’s 
pictures and developments in that spread alone. 

Although the items impart a sense of what people at the time 
knew about particular events or celebrities, for the most part 
later information is incorporated. But not always. Most author¬ 
ities on Buster Keaton consider the oft-repeated story about 
Harry Houdini giving (he comedian his first name to be likely 
a fabrication by Keaton’s father, a vaudeville performer and 
notorious manipulator of publicity. Escape-artist Houdini gets 
credit for naming Buster in CAromc/e widiout qualification. By 
and large, though, this book gets the facts straight and ably con¬ 
veys the excitement each new stage in the film medium’s evo¬ 
lution generated. ▼

Bookbinder clearly has that fan¬ 
tasy, but just as some poor souls 
dream only in black and white, 
so too does Bookbinder fanta¬ 
size only in one colorless 
dimension. His coming-out 
agenda (made more than a little 
obnoxious by his being straight) 
takes serious precedence over 
engaging characters or believ¬ 
able dialogue.

A t the beginning of this 
century, competitive 
sports were thought to 
be dangerous for 
women. If women were “pushed 
beyond themselves physically 
and emotionally to satisfy 
crowds,’’ the result was sure to 
be “nervous instability, prema¬ 
ture pelvic ossification, nar¬ 
rowed vaginas, difficult deliver¬ 
ies, and spinsterhood [yes, you 
can substitute the ‘L’ word 
here].’’ 

“The modern Olympic 
games,’’ says Susan Cayleff, 
“were overwhelmingly hostile 
to female athletes. When re¬ 
establishing the games, Pierre 
de Coubertin, president of the 
International Olympic 

Committee, proclaimed them 
‘the solemn and periodic exalta¬ 
tion of male athleticism with 
internationalism as a base, loy¬ 
alty as a means, art for its setting 
and female applause for a 
reward.”’ 

Imagine then, what it might 
have been like to be a woman 
gifted with astonishing athletic 
skills, someone who was equal¬ 
ly capable of setting world 
records at track and field, tennis, 
golf and every other sport she 


attempt¬ 
ed, at the 
very time 
that 
women’s 
athletics 
were anath¬ 
ema. Babe 
Didrikson 
Zaharias was 
such an ath¬ 
lete, and her 
life was extra¬ 
ordinary. 

But Susan 
Cayleff’s is not 
merely another superficial jock 
biography. She tells Babe’s 
story with -great insight, but also 
pays considerable attention to 
the politics of women, especial¬ 
ly working-class women, and 
their efforts to be recognized as 
athletes and as human beings. 
Cayleff is especially good when 
she analyzes the great efforts 
Babe made in order to conceal 
her lesbianism and to prove her¬ 
self a normal woman (the photo¬ 
graph of Babe building a brick 
wall wearing a dress and pearls 
would be laughable were it not 
so sad). 

Babe is the passionately told 
story of a remarkable life, and of 
the politics that helped to define 
that life. Fascinating, and read¬ 
able, Babe is a book that I take 
pleasure in recommending to 
jocks and non-jocks alike. 


Beyond bad

When I first left home to 
venture into the world, my 
mother told me three things: 
always have a dime for a phone 
call; wear clean underwear in 
case I’m in an accident; and 
only make out with boys who 
are cut. 

Even now, all these years 
later, she still gets terribly upset 
if my boyfriends are uncut. 
What can I do? I simply have to 
honor her - she’s an old woman, 
and, after all, she’s my mother. 

So when I need a taste, when 
I get a hankering for a little 
piece of skin, I watch one of 
Kristen Bjorn’s videos. Bjorn 
never met a mesomorph he did¬ 
n’t like, and his name on the box 
is a guarantee that the perform¬ 
ers will be beefy beauties. Their 
bodies are steely masses of mus¬ 
cle. Their tits protrude like 
Matterhorns, capped with 
peaked nipples; their rumps 
swell in fulsome splendor; their 
fat and succulent members 
surge forth at defiant angles, 
with cockheads tightly cowled 
in dermal delight. 

And their hues! Bjorn’s 
videos present a delectable rain¬ 
bow of South American men 
with flesh colors ranging from 
cool tan through several warmer 
shades of cappuccino to the full 
heat of coffee - sans creme. 

Bjorn also elicits a coopera¬ 
tion from his performers 
unmatched by most other 
pornographers. Maybe that’s 
because he was once on their 
side of the camera. It was 1982 
when Bjorn burst on the scene, 
in a couple of shorts made for 
Falcon Studios, and several 
magazine layouts photographed 
by Falcon’s in-house master of 
stills, Fred Bisonnes. Bjorn 
could have been a major star. He 
had what it takes - a masterful 
make-out technique, good 
looks, and a huge, fat, solid 
cock. 

But he was only fulfilling a 
fantasy, he said, and after two 
shorts - Boots, with Sky 
Dawson, and Beach Rovers with 
Jon King - he retired from per¬ 
forming to become a protege of 
Bisonnes, from whom he 
expertly learned that master’s 
finesse with photography. Then 
he was off to found his own 
video empire. 

Plantation pretties 

His videos created a sensa¬ 
tion, and not only for their exot¬ 
ic locales and casts. Bjorn’s 
camera caught visions unseen 
by other videographers. His 
couplings were uniquely staged 
for the camera’s eye, and he pio¬ 
neered a sexuality so exciting 
that his performers had orgasms 
without touching themselves. 
Watch A Sailor in Sydney to 
view all the Bjorn trademarks at 
their most freshly effective. 

But now it’s been a dozen 
years and at least a dozen videos 
since he began. Watching his 
two most recent endeavors, I 
wonder if the formula is wear¬ 
ing thin, or if Bjorn himself is 
wearying of repetition. In both 
Paradise Plantation and 
Mystery Men, despite the 
expected handsomeness of the 
men and the camera’s dexterity 
at capturing the full complexity 
of their couplings, the bloom is 


off the rose. 

With over a dozen Brazilian 
beauties. Paradise Plantation 
still can’t lift off the ground. In 
the first scene, workers on the 
coffee plantation in the tropics 
of northern Brazil unearth an 
Indian statue depicting a man 
getting sucked and fucked. They 
quickly drop their hoes in emu¬ 
lation. 

The second scene, the 
video’s most effective, finds a 
quartet of workers gathered 
round the campfire drinking a 
local brew and pounding out 
native rhythms on makeshift 
instruments. Soon, they’re play¬ 
ing each other, moving into 
some interesting double fucks. 

Not all the action is this ran¬ 
dom. There’s a romance con¬ 
cerning the boss’ son and the 
worker who desires him. But this 
story is randomly told, its effec¬ 
tiveness undercut not only by 
leisurely pacing, but by the 
soundtrack, which, for most of 
the sex scenes, sounds like it was 
dubbed in after filming, and by 
the music Bjorn has commis¬ 


Bjorn Again 
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Scott Scores at

f he San Francisco Track 
& Field Club sent a del¬ 
egation of one to the 
recent 1995 USA Track 


& Field National Masters 
Championships in Michigan, 
and they couldn’t have made a 
better choice. Valerie Scott, 
who’s enjoying a tremendous 
1995 season, returned from the 
Michigan State University 
track with gold, silver and 
bronze medals and the enthusi¬ 
astic confidence of a true 
champion. 

In a field of 1,300 competi¬ 
tors from most of the 50 states, 
as well as several foreign coun¬ 
tries, Scott displayed the grit 
and determination that has 
made her a favorite on the 
national track scene. The event 
was held July 5-9 in East 
Lansing, Michigan. 

Scott, a veteran of two pre¬ 
vious National Championships, 
as well as this year’s indoor 
National Championships, 
received her first medal in the 
100 meters, racing to a third 
place finish with a time of 13.9 
seconds. Although a little slow 
getting out with the rest of the 
field, Scott came on strong in 
the last 50 meters to grab the 
bronze medal. 

She earned the silver medal 
in the 200-meter race, a compe¬ 
tition that proved what a con¬ 
tender Scott is this season. 
Running in lane 7 on a track 
with long curves and short 
straight-aways, Scott came into 
the final stretch in fourth place. 
Not willing to settle for that, 
she battled her way to a sec¬ 
ond-place finish in a time of 
28.7 seconds. 

“It was definitely my best 
race at Nationals,’’ Scott said of 
the 200 meters. “The time was 
close to my personal best of 
28.67 and I improved over my 
fourth place finish in this event 
at last year’s Nationals.” 

Clear concentration 

As Scott reviewed the race, 
“coming off the curve in fourth 
place, I really focused on trying 
to catch the women in front of 
me. I put aside all the elements 
that could have made me settle 
for less, like having an outside 
lane on a track with wide 


curves (a disadvantage), the 
track being wet (from a light 
drizzle that ended minutes 
before the race began), and a 
slight head wind that con¬ 
tributed to our slower times. I 
was encouraged by the power I 
exhibited coming down the 
stretch, and I know I surprised 
the rest of the field at the finish 
line. I think they had forgotten 
about me.” 

Although she didn’t medal 
in the 400 meters, Scott did 
improve over her showing at 
last year’s National 
Championships in Eugene, 
Oregon. There, she finished in 
seventh place with a time of 
66.8 seconds. This year, she 
moved up to fifth place with a 
season best time of 66.4. She 
hopes to break in the 65-second 
range before the end of the sea¬ 
son. 

Scott captured her gold 
medal as part of the West 
Region 4x100 relay team. The 
relays are contested by regional 
teams put together by the top 
runners at the meet. This was 
the third time she has partic¬ 
ipated on the West team and it 
was the second year in a row 
they took the gold. Scott, run¬ 
ning third leg on a strong team, 
held off the powerful Irene 
Thompson of New York, the 
key component of the East 
team, which finished in second 
place at 52.92 to West’s 52.27. 

Scott and the rest of her San 
Francisco Track & Field team¬ 
mates will compete next at the 
Pacific Association 

Championships at Soquel High 
School (near Santa Cruz) on 
August 5. The SF Track & 
Field Club continues its work¬ 
out sessions on Tuesday and 
Thursday nights at 6 p.m., and 
Sundays at 10 a.m. The Club 
welcomes new members of all 
ages and abilities, both men 
and women. They are also 
making initial contacts for 
housing in Amsterdam at Gay 
Games V in 1998.

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The Prodigy Rave Before 


ost raves don’t even start before mid¬ 
night, much less get going by 2 a.m. In 
terms of Clubland, 10 p.m. is an insane¬ 
ly early hour to start anything, but that 
was precisely the time The Prodigy took the stage 
at the Trocadero last Friday night. With the ener¬ 
getic antics of vocalist Maxim Reality (left), along 
with two sexy male dancers (right), TThe Prodigy 
proved adept at translating their programmed dance 
beats into a live setting. It was a strange feeling 
though, dancing to hard-edge techno music so early 
in the evening. 

But the crowd was predominantly young, and 
there was a curfew to keep, so by the time 11:30 
p.m. rolled around, the show was over. This was 
probably just as much a disappointment for the band 
as it was for the sweaty, hard-core ravers in the audi¬ 
ence.

was racist - to choose one hot- 
button issue - seems beyond 
dispute. But that is hardly a 
shock given his lower middle- 
class upbringing in a white 
American suburb (Floral Park, 
Queens) in the 1950s, and the 
attitudes of his family and con¬ 
temporaries. Discussion about 
whether Mapplethorpe’s work 
was racist, meanwhile, has bare¬ 
ly begun to take place. But that 
is not what occupies Morrisroe. 

Rather, she explores the 
question of whether 
Mapplethorpe was sexually 
racist, making much, for exam¬ 
ple, of his practice of calling 
black lovers “nigger” during 
sex. It is, of course, absurd to 
argue that such behavior is irrel¬ 
evant to Mapplethorpe’s racial 
attitudes. At the same time, in 
the absence of a consideration 
of sexuality that incorporates 
contexts most of us aren’t pre¬ 
pared to discuss, neither is it 
possible to know exactly what 
to make of it. Significantly, in 
the commentary Morrisroe pro¬ 
vides the response of the black 
partner in these interchanges is 
never recorded. 

Having dispensed with 
Mapplethorpe’s private life, 
Morrisroe and her commenta¬ 
tors go on to indict 
Mapplethorpe’s artistic work 
out of both sides of their 
mouths: He was a sell-out for 
the fashion shoots and flower 
photos that paid so handsomely 
and he was an attention-seeking 
brat for the sex photos that 
brought him notoriety. Nor does 
any reviewer miss an opportuni¬

ty to voice at least one of the 
trendy platitudes that now pass 
for criticism of Mapplethorpe’s 
work: “He was really a minor 
artist, you know,” or “The SM 
photos aren’t his best work.” 

Yet there is something suspi¬ 
cious in the posture of those 
who stand back now, hankies 
held daintily over their noses, to 
survey the remains of 
Mapplethorpe’s tortured life. 
“How could such a monster 
have existed?” they ask. That 
question, at least, is answered 
by Morrisroe. No one, she 
makes clear, ever told 
Mapplethorpe to quit being such 
a jerk. No one demanded that he 
treat others ethically, and no one 
refused to work for him or sleep 
with him (no matter what he 
called them). 

None of the current righteous 
hand-wringing about what a 


creep Mapplethorpe was, then, 
is sufficient to get his friends, 
colleagues, and business associ¬ 
ates off the hook: Mapplethorpe 
made buckets of money for 
them, took them to glittering 
soirees populated by truly fabu¬ 
lous people, got them laid, and 
invited them to weekends in the 
Hamptons. As a result, they 
allowed him to be what he was. 
And after he died, they lined up 
to say how insufferable he’d 
always been. 

That, one supposes, is what 
comes of failing to outlive your 
enemies. But it is not the cus¬ 
tomary fate of someone who 
fails to outlive his friends. If 
Robert Mapplethorpe was 
morally bankrupt, he was a peer 
among equals. Until the biogra¬ 
phy he deserves is finally writ¬ 
ten, that is the story that remains 
to be told. T
